It is hoped that if 
the plans now in the minds of some 
of the Sunday School workers are 
carried out by the Trustees of the 
Church accommodations for all these 
interests may be provided, including 
bowling alleys, game-rooms, etc. 
While it is not expected that a new 
church edifice will materialize soon, 
it is suggested that any plans for a 
Parish House ought to include plans 
for the church in order that eventual- 
ly the present site may be covered by 
buildings in perfect harmony with 
each other.

MIL .HEARS HEAD 


The unnual meeting of the Civic 
Club of Newton, one of the most unique 
clubs in the state, was held at the Ex- 
change Club. Boston, Wednesday even- 
ing with about sixty members and 
guests present. President Alonzo R. 
Weed was the toastmaster at the an- 
nual banquet and these officers were 
elected for the ensuing year. Presi- 
dent, 1). Fletcher Barber, executive 
committee. Representative Thomas 
Weston, Jr.. Franklin T. Miller and 
Edward K. Hall, secretary-treasurer. 
J. C. Brtmblecom. 

The speakers of the evening were 
Hon. John A. Sullivan, corporation 
counsel of Boston, Mr. Sanford E. 
Thompson of Newton Highlands and 
Mr. George F, Willett of Norwood. The 
subject for discussion was "Efficiency 
in City Business,” Mr. Sullivan speak- 
ing from the political side. Mr. Thomp- 
son from the standpoint of an efficiency 
engineer and Mr. Willett giving the 
history of the “town manager” plan 
just adopted by Norwood. 

Mr. Thompson, who was recently con- 
sulting engineer to the Director of 
Public Works of Philadelphia related 
some interesting experiences in the 
municipal work of that city. He be- 
lieved that three things were essential 
to efficiency, first a thoro standardiza- 
tion of work, second, careful planning 
ahead and third, giving the men a defi- 
nite amount of work to do within a 
stated time. 

He was opposed to a minimum wage 
law and said that Chicago had a sys- 
tem of three rates of wages, the men 
being promoted into a higher rank on 
efficiency marking with an accurate 
record being kept of each man. Chi- 
cago. he incidentally said, had saved 
$700,000 in its street cleaning depart- 
ment alone by this method. He closed 
by saying that he believed Newton was 
peculiarly fitted by reason of its high 
class government to make substantial 
advances on efficiency lines and urged 
that careful consideration be given to 
our form of government, the standardi- 
zation of city work and the pay of la- 
borers. 

Mr. Sullivan believed that there was 
no excuse for carrying state and na- 
tional politics into municipal affairs. 
;s it obscures the vision of the voters 
In selecting their municipal officers and 
they do not scrutinize their acts after 
they take office. He thought the di- 
rect primary had not improved mat- 
ters for it had taken away all sense 
of party responsibility, self seeking 
men pre-empted the field and self-re- 
specting men held aloof. He said that 
the direct primary led to the movement 
for non partisan elections, the short 
ballot and larger powers to city 
officials. The abolition of party 
responsibility had helped by 
moving the sense of obligation by 
city officials to their party organiza 
tions and their personal following was 
of far less importance. 

Mr. Sullivan believed the new system 
had been beneficial to Boston and

showed by figures that while the gen- 
eral city expenses had increased be- 
tween 1906 and 1912 about 29 per cent, 
the Public Works department, with its 
2000 laborers, where it was believed 
political influence had its greatest de- 
velopment, the increase had been but 
22 per cent, while the non-political de- 
partments such as police had increased 
29 per cent and the school department 
had increased 45 per cent. Efficiency 
tests had proved that the former stone 
crushing system had cost the city 
twice what the stone could have been 
purchased for and had caused its aban- 
donment. Mr. Sullivan believed that 
the political field in cities had been 
greatly narrowed and was now prin- 
cipally confined to city jobs, for which 
he said we must breed a new type of 
patriot before it will ever he much bet- 
ter. While the public pay far more 
attention to stories of crooked con- 
tracts and land deals, Mr. Sullivan be- 
lieved that the greatest problem of effi- 
ciency was in the pay roll. Useless 
jobs were a constant drain on the 
treasury, two $2000 of such places be- 
ing the interest on 100,000. 

Mr. Sullivan thought that the civil 
service law a detriment to efficiency, 
for while it kept out the worst, it did 
not attract the best, and put a premi- 
um o*n mediocrity. With one in every 
fifty inhabitants in Boston on the city 
payroll, it can easily he seen that the 
gigantic burden is the payroll and as 
the average citizen is not particular 
about the kind of work given by city 
departments and doesn’t find fault if 
work is done by 5 men where 2 would 
answer, the tendency is to increase the 
cost of doing the city work. Mr. Sulli- 
van regretted the fact that the great 
growth of urban population had trans- 
ferred the sceptre of political power 
to the least conservative parts of the 
country, for if our cities are badly 
governed, the state and nation will he 
badly governed. He urged the Club to 
pay more attention to the men elected 
and what they do after they took office, 
for we must depend for good admini- 
stration on the character of the men in 
public office. 

Mr. Willett told of the conditions in 
Norwood where with a tax rate of 
$25.50, the highest in the state, it be- 
came imperative to do something. The 
men of the town first got together and 
laid all their personal property on the 
table, increasing the valuations from 
six to thirteen millions and reducing 
the rate to about $8. It was then 
found that it was of equal if not great- 
er importance to take care of the ex- 
penses as well as increase the income 
and so legislation was obtained and the 
town manager plan adopted. The new 
plan has a board of 5 selectmen who 
choose all the town officials including 
a town manager. A Finance Commis- 
sion prepares a budget which is sub- 
mitted to the town meeting. He said 
that tills scheme was not a reform hut 
a plain matter of business and as 125 
cities had adopted it, it undoubtedly 
will prove its effectiveness. 


Perpetual Motion. 

A discovery which seems to be the 
equivalent of perpetual motion was 
described by Professor Whitehead at a 
meeting of the American Institute of 
Electrical Engineers. He declared that 
by subjecting n closed coll of lead wire 
to practically absolute zero tempera- 
ture, and starting a flow of electricity 
therein by some external means, Pro- 
fessor Knmerliugh (Mines of Leyden, 
Germany, succeeded hi maintaining a 
continuous current without the ex- 
penditure. of energy. To obtain the 
extremely low temperature necessary 
to make the experiment a success the 
coll was immersed in liquid helium. 
The current was started in the wire 
by magnetic induction, tin* flow of elec- 
tricity persisting, it is declared, for 
four and one-half hours after the mag- 
netic influence was removed. It was 
stated that if lltc experiment luid not 
been terminated when it was the cur- 
rent would probably have continued to 
How indefinitely.— Electrical World.

A hill which .will interest tlie so- 
called "politicians" of the city lias been 
filed on petition of Mr. George R. Pul- 
sifer and, if passed, will make a radi- 
cal change in our methods of electing 
city officials. The primary election 
is abolished and all candidates for 
mayor, aldermen and school committee 
must have nomination papers, without 
party designation, and containing at 
least 600 names, with at least 75 from 
each ward, for all candidates elected 
by the entire city, and 25 names for all 
candidates elected by wards. The act 
will take effect July 1. 1915, without 
action by either our city government 
or the people. The hill is certain to be 
strongly opposed for it is a well known 
fuct that it is hard enough to get good 
citizens to serve as aldermen and 
school committee and to burden that 
acceptance with tlie trouble and nui- 
sance of obtaining 600 names would 
cause nine men out of ten to decline 
to run. The bill is said to be modelled 
after the Boston city charter and it is 
needless to add is not applicable to 
Newton. With our city primary cost- 
ing about $1000, there is every reason 
to change our methods of selecting our 
city government, but we surely do not. 
want such a cumbersome method as is 
proposed in the pending bill. The 
hearing has not yet been assigned. 

Last Friday morning the committee 
on Cities heard two bills relating to 
this city. Mr. Bishop and City En- 
gineer Rogers spoke in favor of a bill 
to allow the city to change its rate of 
sewer assessments, it having been 
found that the present rates were not 
producing a payment of one-half the 
cost by the abuttor. There was no 
opposition. 

The bill to allow improvements in 
Nonantum square under the so-called 
Excess Condemnation act was favored 
by Mr. Bishop and City Engineer 
Rogers and strongly opposed by 
Messrs. James W. French and E. J. H 
Estabrooks, on the ground that condi- 
tions did not warrant any change and 
thut the proposed method would be 
most expensive. 

Former Alderman E. P. Saltonstall 
was before the Roads and Bridges 
committee on Tuesday in behalf of the 
Boston Elevated and favored a bill to 
require headlights on automobiles to 
be screened.

Mr. \Y. L. Garrison, Jr., of West

The new plan applies to all 
cities and culls for four building dis- 
tricts in each municipality, the first 
restricted and comparing favorably 
with the present fire districts in cities 
like Newton, third to contain buildings 
more or less protected, covering close 
ly built up suburbs and the fourth to 
cover sparsely settled places where 
less stringent regulations are obvi- 
ously reasonable. 

The report of the state highway com- 
mission. showing an increase of 58.36 
percent over last year in the number 
of motoring accidents, 229 deaths and 
injuries to 4010 persons, lias caused a 
rapidly growing deniuml for further 
legislation to check auto speeders. It 
is probable thut bills will be intro- 
duced this year for tlie re-establish- 
ment of a speed limit and for heavier 
penalties for overspeedlng und careless 
driving. 

The totul number of accidents for 
the current year was 7961. Of the vic- 
tims of fatal uccidents, 150 were pedes- 
trians, 56 were occupants of automo- 
biles, 18 were motor cycle riders, three 
were bicycle riders and two were oc- 
cupants of carriages. Automobiles 
were responsible for 201 deaths. Com- 
pared with the year previous there was 
an increase of 41 deaths or 21.8 per- 
cent. The 4010 injuries which were 
reported to the hlgliwuy commission 
showed ail increase of 37.18 percent 
over last year, when 2823 were re- 
ported. Of the 4010 persons injured 
more than half, 2308, were pedestrians, 
und 879 ocupunts of uutomolfllcs.

ones. When the day dawns with a 
drizzling rainstorm, or a driving snow 
I need no superintendent to tell me 
what to do. I lay my plans for a 
happy day with my children at home; 
time to read with them, time to play 
with them, time to visit and enjoy; 
really stolen time, for there is always 
way back in my mind a guilty, dishon- 
est feeling which says, "Are they los- 
ing in school?" “Did the bell ring?" 

When, the next day. the children 
complain that the teacher scolded them 
for not coming and that she explained 
cube root to those who w’ere there and 
was not going to explain it over again 
what can I say for myself? I can only 
say that I am rich and I am dishonest. 

I am sure that if my children stay 
home they will not take cold, and that 
if they do go out in the storm they 
may and probably will, and I cannot 
run the risk. Rich as I am I ennnot 
afford it. A former superintendent 
took the ground that the mothers of 
Newton were sensible women who 
cared for their children and w-ould 
judge for themselves and for their 
children. Therefore he refused ever 
to ring a storm bell, until the Mayor 
had to interfere. Mothers are not a 
factor in the management of our 
schools. The reason for absence be- 
ing given as “My mother wouldn’t let 
me,” is the smallest and most useless 
one to give. The teacher scorns it, and 
life is a burden to the child whose 
mother tries to have anything to say. 
To my mind it is all a question of 
shirking responsibility. The teacher 
shirks it on to the superintendent, the 
superintendent on to the mothers and 
the mothers on to the System, and 
there you are, and the child suffers for 
it. 

One child sick with pneumonia or 
croup w’ould outw’eigh all the System 
in my mind and I cannot risk it. Some 
will say that the children play out in 
the storm anyway, but they should not, 
and that is where the mother also 
shows her shirking; she lets the child 
take the responsibility with dreadful 
results sometimes. Some of the child- 
ren live a mile from the school which 
means four miles to walk every day. 
This is too hard in pleasant weather, 
but consider what it is in a storm. Yet 
these children are usually the ones 
w’lio are most anxious to come if the 
bell does not ring. The mother’s ex- 
cuse should be ample, and the mother 
should not be afraid. It would seem 
that the schedule for the day’s work 
might be considerably modified when 
many are absent, and that new work 
should not be taken up; also care taken 
to review the work on the following 
day. 

If the weather clears up before noom 
would it not be possible to have a 
jingle of bells to call the children to 
come in the afternoon and so not lose 
a whole day? 

Complaint is made that the fire 
house bell is not loud enough, and can- 
not be heard. This too might be im- 
proved by a positive whistle being in- 
troduced.

Rev. Dr. MacLure, said in part:

Here I was, way off, beguiled 
to come here in Newton, homesick, 
lonesome, and afraid of all the Yan- 
kees. and not knowing how to take 
them, until I met Mr. Jaynes; and a 
lew weeks afterwards l had the pleas- 
ure of speaking with him at the Uni- 
tarian Club. When we were through, 
and were going into the side room Mr. 
Jaynes paid me the compliment by 
saying what I said was sane and 
wholesome enough to have come from 
a Unitarian.” 

Dr. MacLure then compared the 
church to a power house ami asked, 
‘What is the Church Doing?” 

“The answer is ‘you must go out into 
the community, into the City of New- 
ton, and you will find it in our civic 
administration, you will find it in the 
way our schools are run, and also in 
the way the Newton Hospital is being 
run.’ There is nothing which is giving 
so great a return in capitul us the 
churches. It makes your real estate 
very valuable. Your property would 
not sell for so much if you did not 
have the church here. Real estate 
men know it. When trying to sell you 
a house they say there is a church of 
your kind right there on the third 
corner from this lot 1 wish to sell you. 

"There is an incident in the life of 
the Master where he healed a lunatic 
He was so full of gratitude that he 
just wanted to go along with the Mas 
ter, and listen to him. Jesus sent hint 
back to live the straight, clean life, 
the hardest thing for him to do, and 
then He sent him into his own home. 
You know in the church it is easy to 
be good, and in society it is easy to be 
polite. The test us to whether we are 
good Christians or not, is to be polite 
always at home, us. after we have 
spent the evening planting a flower 
garden in the front yard, and Imagine 
how it will look in six weeks, and then 
come home the next evening und find 
that the neighbor’s dog has dug it ull 
up, that is the test. That is the test 
of the church. 

“The character of ibis man is the 
impact of his teaching for the last 
thirty years. 

"The man who stands before a peo- 
I pie and makes them realize tliut the 
force that was behind the fire-mist, 
and the crystal and the sauriun; the 
force, call it what you will, that into 
1 1 lie mind and heart of the cave-men 
| gave a deeper sense of law and beau- 
ty; the force, eall It what you will, 
that is behind the picket that froze on 
| duty, and the mother starved for her 
I brood; that force is the force of hu- 
manity that came to flower in the man, 
Jesus. And the man that would 
I bring with him the sense of God, and 
j give that courage and hope, is doing 
I more for the community than anyone 
I <-lse; and that is the sort of work your 
pastor has been doing here, my friends, 
j lor the past thirty years. And 1 bring 
• him my congratulations and my best 
| wishes, and to you my best wishes, 

I and my hope thut this will be u long 
continuous partnership." 

I Senator Weeks said in part : 

| "I have a great admiration for West- 
ern men. Dr. MacLure seems to be 
a Western man. They ure apt to think 
similar tilings about New Engluud. 1 
| recall thut one of my associates in 
Congress said that New England would 
never huvo been Hettled if the Pacific

that the Pilgrims wouldn’t have luud- 
«*d there, If they hadn't been seusick; 
but whenever a Western man hears a 
call he always comes to New England.

| by the works of a pastor of a church. 

I am satisfied with Mr. Juyues, who 


business, which is apparent at all 

times. He must have a voice which is 
both strong and attractive. He must 
he able to address what is the truth 
in a language that is literary; and he 
must be able to explain that truth In 
a forcible and oratorical way. 

“I remember the first time I attended 
this church, twenty-one * years ago 
last October. If Mr. Jaynes had 
known me as well, or better, than he 
does now, and had written the sermon 
to « touch failings in my char- 
acter, he couldn’t have done bet- 
We were delighted with the 
directness and the force with 
which he brought to all of his 
hearers what he was trying to 
convey for a man und a woman to 
follow. Effective preaching is what 
we have been having all these thirty 
years, and 1 have regretted, as perhaps 
you have been regretting that we 
haven’t hud u better opportunity to 
read those sermons here, after lis- 
tening to them. 1 have had an op- 
portunity to read a few of Mr. Jaynes’ 
sermons, enough of them to hope that 
his modesty will be removed. 1 have 
a regret also that our pastor has not 
taken more active part in the civic 
life. I am confident that the people 
of Massachusetts would recognize in 
him one of its most gifted speakers. 

The best help that comes to us men 
comes from our wives. I have thought 
if we knew, much of the help and Ini- 
tiative that has gone to our pastor 
has come from her. We have found 
her as an angel of good cheer. He 
and his wife havo our love and re- 
spect, and we hope and pray that the 
hope that we have had for the last 
thirty years will continue to the end 
of our time. 

Rev. Julian (’. Jaynes said in part: — 

"Woe unto you when all men speak 
well of you.” That is good scripture. 

I cannot flatter myself that I deserve 
that. Tonight seems to be a night of 
congratulation and good-will. Some- 
how they felt they must indulge in it, 
whether they believed it or not. It has 
been pretty strong, and, I confess to 
some painful disappointment. It has 
not been so excessive as I thought I 
had the right to believe. 

At first I listened with the closest 
attention as it was my duty to do. 
The half has not yet been told; but 
if you think I am going to deny what 
liUK been said tonight, you will 
be greatly disappointed, for a 
denial on my part would he a 
misrepresentation of that mock 
humility which I despise, und 
which would throw your minds into 
a state of confusion and doubt. On 
the assumption Hint my word is us 
good as yours, 1 will say this, my 
friends, that it is very, very difficult 
for me to understand why we are met 
in iny honor, and show any special 
recognition. 

I have lived a quiet, ordinury life 
among you. I have done the ordinary 
work of a parish minister. 1 have 
preached ordinary sermons, and muny 
of them more than once. And there 
are many things i have left undone, 
which I suspect some of you think 1 
ought to have done. I have never been 
a professional reformer. 1 have never 
taken any radical stand on questions 
of cupital and labor, in the cause of 
equal suffrage, or in the cause of 
temperance. 1 have never held a city 
office. 1 havo never been to the Board 
of Aldermen, und advised them, indi- 
vidually or collectively, how to per- 
forin their duty. 1 have never written 
a hook, or even a letter to the Even- 
ing Transcript. Now, aren’t you 
ashuined of yourselves, for being here 
tonight? After sifting out all the 
haven 'ts, there is left chiefly the fact 
thut I have served, 1 confess, tile par 
isli as its minister for thirty years. 1 
grant that thut is exceptional, but so 
lias been the parish. 

Now, let me suggest thut this meet- 
ing is not u tribute to me, but a trib- 
ute to yourselves. And now having, 
us I hope, shifted the embarrassment 
or this occasion on you, let me try to 
tell you. in the confidence of tills hour, 
how it feels to have been the minister 
of a purisli for thirty years. 

In my boyhood 1 cherished expecta- 
tions of being president of the United 


fectly sure it’s going to strike here 
first. So I am glad that I lost the 
presidency, glad that 1 lost the sena- 
torship, and became a plain Newton 
minister. It lias been very inspiring, 
very stimulating, very pleasant, 
think too pleasant sometimes. I have 
suspected that this ideal environment 
lias not been wholly good for me, that 
the fighting stuff, if I ever had any, 
has been destroyed by sitting so long 
Upon an eider-down cushion of pub- 
lic kindness and public indulgence. 
If so, it is too late to recover it. 
must wait for my second incarnation. 
In hours of depression, and I have had 
them, and what minister doesn’t, en- 
listed in the warfare of idealism 
against materialism, in my hours of 
depression, I have envied the black 
smith or the carpenter. The carpen- 
ter takes his tools, and makes a box. 
it lias eight corners, and six sides. In 
the morning there it is with its eight 
corners, and its six sides. It must be 
a great satisfaction to him to discover 
that nothing has disturbed it while he 
slept. But the minister's tools are 
ideas, and his material human nature. 
Sometimes thut muterial is refractory 
and hard to shape, and sometimes too 
soft to set. So sometimes it seems as 
if he made no impression. There is 
a difference in driving home an iron 
nail, and driving home a moral idea, 
one sticks, und the other may not. 
The hours of depression, almost all of 
them, are followed by some glad sur- 
prise, a surprise come to you, with 
I lie mustery of a bright light to some 
life, and courage to some tempted and 
tried soul; and may I tell you tonight, 
my friends, that such experiences are 
tremendous realities. In the rush of 
glad thankfulness, witli all of the sa- 
cred privilege that lias come to him 
the minister forgets the things, and so 
a minister is not always, or any con 
sidcrublc portion of the time, dis 
couraged. It is there that lie sees, as 
in a vision, the true significance of 
his work, and understands liow incom 
prehcnsibly greater are the intangi 
hie rewards than those tliut can he 
seen with the eye, or touched with the 
hand. 

‘You have showed me liow to 
measure my work by this bal 
ance, and to make as my most 
precious rewards your trust, your 
your confidence your friendship, 
your love. And as the years liav 
passed, I cun testify that these re 
wards have flowed in upon me with 
an ever increasing measure, and that 
is just one of t he rich results of a 
long pastorate, lie becomes knitted 
up with the company of his people 
He understands its needs, feels it close 
to his throbbing heart, and is grunted 
the opportunities to serve it. He may 
preach t he formal sermon from lime 
to time, but lie realizes ufter a while 
tliut Ills chief work lies deep below 
the surface. 1 hope you will forgive 
any paternal spirit which you must 
iiuve seen growing upon me in recent 
years. 1 have seen one congregation 
vanish into the mist beyond. 1 have 
seen another rise, hearing the burden 
of youth and enterprise; und now it is 
their children who come buck from 
school and college to wish me u Merry 
Uhristnius and a Happy New Year. Do 
you wonder that I have dropped into 
i lie habit, and speuk of my church and 
my people, und my hoys and girls? 
it is tills reach of associations for 
three generations tliut fills my heart 
with happy memories of great friend- 
ships, hallowed by the pastoral rela- 
tionships, und hopes of new loyalties 
yet to come from young hearts. Since 
1 cannot check tiie coining of the years, 
or keep hack the gray lialrs, I am 
glad, very glud. never so glad us I am 
tonight, tliut I iiuve been permitted 
to uecuinulute them in the service 
where such memories of such happi- 
ness makes old age, shall 1 say it, yes, 
(lie happiest, richest und fullest time 
of life. 

"And now may I be forgiven, or 
purdoned. I know those who under- 
stand will pardon, if I touch u note 
for just a passing moment upon 
something, so private tliut it is usually 
forbidden upon u public occasion like 
this, but I am now speuking to

the animals at the time or slaughter 
hut over the meat until it left th 
packing house, so that, if tho meat 
became sour, or unwholesome, in the 
process of curing, or was kept too long 
.so as to become tainted, or if tho 
packer used preservatives other than 
the natural preservatives, such 
sugar, salt and vinegar, the inspection 
certificate would be refused. That 
law also gave to the secretary of agri- 
culture full control of the sanitation 
of the packing houses, which has r.» 
suited in their being, figuratively 
speaking, as clean as a whistle, and 
ensuring cleanliness, proper lighting 
and perfect ventilation. The condi 
tions which now prevail provide pron- 
toilet rooms, the separation of the 
unedible products, freedom of odors, 
and the wearing of clean white suits 
of overalls and jumpers at all 'ime3. 
In the canning factories, the law in- 
sists that all men or women who pack 
meat shall start the day’s work with 
clean finger nails, and many packers 
provide manicurists who spend about 
ten minutes a day on the hands and 
nails of each and every person whose 
hands come in contact with food pro- 
ducts. 

Mr. Nichols described the operation 
of turning a hog into a packing house 
product, describing with minute de- 
tai. the process of the examination by 
the government inspector, also de- 
scribing tho necessity for the correct 
labeling of every product, so that th ore 
may be no doubt whatever in the mind 
of the purchaser but that he is hujing 
exactly what the package contains, 
this particularly instanced in the mat- 
ter of the Westphalia hams, which, 
when packejl in the United States, 
cannot bear the name “Westphalia 
Ham” indicating that it comes from 
that town in Germany, but must beat 
the label "Westphalia Style Ham.” 

Mr. Nichols’ description of the man- 
ufacture of sausage was also listened to 
with much attentiveness, and tho few 
statistics which he gave showed the 
remarkable size and importance of tho 
pucking industry in American domes- 
tic life. His figures gave excellent 
proof of the reason for the slow but 
sure increase in the cost of pork pro 
ducts because of the actual dec-case of 
begs per capita in the United States. 
Those who listened to Mr. Nichols 
were loud in their praise for his ex- 
cellent and enlightening talk, and are 
hoping that he will extend it on some 
future occasion to the description of 
tiie various processes of manufactun 
and distribution, and the use to which 
tlie many by-products are put

He placed the unconscious woman in 
his machine and made all speed to the 
home of Dr. H. T. Baldwin, nearby. 
The seriousness of Mrs. Schulenberg's 
condition was apparent, and the physi- 
cian sent an emergency call for an 
ambulance. In which the woman was 
removed to the hospital. 

The hospital surgeons by use of the 
X-rav und other tests were convinced 
that Mrs. Schulenberg’s back was bro- 
ken. She regained consciousness late 
in tlie day, hut was paralyzed from the 
waist down.

Out of college and freed 
nom the exacting schedule she finds 
nil sorts of ways upon which to ex- 
pend her energy. Which shall she 
choose, which shall she leave out? 
Surely It takes much wisdom and a 
vast sense of proportion to act wisely 
and not lay herself open to the accusa- 
tion of spreading out loo thin. Has 
her college meant anything at nil to 
her, one will not give much for her, 
if she does not ally herself with the 
local nlumnac association. The wo- 
man’s club offers an opportunity to 
keep on in a measure with the pur- 
suits in which she has spent the past 
four years; surely she must join a 
elul>. Is she a professional woman 
a physician, for example? The public 
will have little use for her unless she 
belongs to some medical society. And 
besides all these, there is her church. 
She cannot afford to oinit a part in 
its activities or she will lay herself 
open to criticism and her college will 
he blamed for taking away her inter- 
est in the church. These are some, 
not all. of her opportunities and du- 
ties. How to compass them all and 
not merely dabble is a difficult prob- 
lem to solve. Think how different it 
was twenty-five and thirty years ago, 
when there were no federations, few 
patriotic and kindred societies, when 
the church organizations and here and 
there a woman’s club were the only 
ones demanding allegiance. Then time 
could be given unstintingly to both and 
a weekly meeting was none too 
often. But today with the changed 
conditions the clubs as well as the 
women must recognize the sense of 
proportion and learn to do intensive 
rather than extensive work.

Mrs. W. E. Birdsnll whose subject wa 
"The Challenge of Today” and wh 
spoke In part as follows: 

“It seems trite to say that each gen 
eration has its own problems to solve 
Our grandparents, or possibly parents 
had entirely different problems to fac 
from thqse we have — the deadly con 
troversy over the freeing of the black 
race, the opposition to the right 
higher education for women, the cover 
scorn and ridicule for those intrepid 
women of the last century who dared 
to establish a woman’s club. Thes 
problems have come and gone and been 
conquered, and we seldom now give a 
thought to them. New serious prob- 
lems now confront us, immigration, 
child labor, increasing poverty, labor 
unrest, prison reform, prohibition, 
peace, equal suffrage, all of which are 
growing pains of Democracy, and all 
as important as any vital work of 
church, school or home. Indeed we are 
learning as Dr. Graham Taylor says, 
’to identify our personal religion with 
public interests, and are making out 
religion horizontal instead of perpen- 
dicular.’ ” The speaker then men- 
tioned suffrage, peace and prohibition 
as the questions nearest to fruition, 
and put emphasis on equal suffrage as 
the principle which she believed might 
serve to unlock the tangled mass of 
things, as one jack-straw, deftly ex- 
tracted, sometimes loosened the whole 
tangle. 

Discussion and questions followed; 
the guests singing “My country, ’Tis 
of Thee,” and parody on “Coming 
Thro’ the Rye," one verse of which 
runs, 

"Every laddie has the franchise 
None they say have I 
And many a laddie votes his ballot 
Overcome with rye."

NONANTUM SQUARE 


To the Editor of The Herald: 

You do well to emphasize the ex- 
hortation of F , resident Wilson in his 
Indianapolis speech, “If you are going 
to buy anything, buy it now.” But I 
would respectfully suggest an amend- 
ment that would make it worth twice 
as much— insist that what you buy 
shall be "made in the United States of 
America.” 

That will mean a recognition and 
reward of the work of some American 
working men or women, it will en- 
courage the production of another ar- 
ticle of the same kind. Let us not for- 
get that the present war is only one 
cause, and not the principal cause, of 
any existing hard times — that these 
hard times were on us in great force 
before the first shot was fired in Eu- 
rope. 

Indeed the war is giving some Amer- 
ican industries orders and work which 
they would not have hud without it. 
And the war is not preventing a vast 
influx of foreign-made goods into the 
United States. Imports of woollen 
cloths and dress goods are three times 
as large this year as they were the 
year before. The American people are 
wearing no more cloths or dress 
goods, and they arc not getting their 
clothing at any appreciably lower 
price— so the clothiers uml merchants 
declare. 

Therefore, these increased imports 
of foreign goods are merely displacing 
so much of the products of American 
labor, and have thrown so many Amer- 
ican working men and working women 
out of work and into idleness and pov- 
erty. Imports of cloths thus far this 
year were valued at $13,938,481; last 
yeur. $4,676,445. Imports of dress 
goods were valued ut $8,046,363; last 
year, $3,026,427. 

We are giving considerable sums of 
money, us we ought to do, to help the 
Belgians and tin? wounded and other 
victims of the European war. But let 
us not forget the victims of our Demo- 
cratic turiff, which has thrown hun- 
dreds of thousands of people out of 
employment ut the bitterest season of 
the year. I^ t us remember them und 
help them.

(project for widening Nonantum Sq. 
and its approaches it seems to me that 
the Newton Planning Board hns large- 
ly overestimated the need to the City 
|of Newton, as si whole, for the vast 
j expenditure of money which would be 
called for if their suggestions are car- 
jried out. in my judgment, the Square 
smd its approaches on t lie east, south 
and west side are ample, not only for 
the present but the future. The dis- 
tance from the corner of Centre and 
Washington street to the Nonantum 
Block at its nearest point betweeu 
property lines is lit) feet. The dis- 
tance from the same corner to the 
westerly side of the square is 85 feet 
at its narrowest point. Certainly no 
greater width is required. Too wide 
streets and too much space devoted to 
open squares reduces taxable area 
and makes the surrounding property 
much less desirable for business pur- 
poses. The land around this square 
| is now the most valuable in the City 
of Newton. 

The real cause of any past conges- 
tion has been the use of the square as 
a storage piece for ears oi the Boston 
Elevated K Co. and the Middlesex 
Boston S r . Ry. Co. Since, after 
years of struggle on the part of the 
City of Newton, the Elevated Ry. Co. 
has removed its ears and has dis- 
covered that they can he run through 
the square, stopping only to leave and 
take on passengers the whole of the 
square east of the Middlesex & Bos- 
ton tracks is entirely open and there 
is absolutely no congestion, if the 
Middlesex A: Boston Co. were to re- 
model their time tables on their whole 
system it certainly could be so ar- 
ranged that cars would be detained 
in thte square for a limited time only 
and transportation to and from New- 
tonville could be given every five min- 
utes instead of approximately 15 min 
utes service now granted, and stUl 
make connections at junction points. 
Why should our tax payers bear heav 
ier burdens than now simply to bene- 
fit this company. 

The bill which lias been asked for 
by tlie City of Newton, allowing ex 
cess condemnation of property, in- 
volves a new principle, which, while 
it is supposed lo be desirable, and not 
unduly expensive in London, would 
here be an experiment at the best, and 
requires an expenditure of at least 
$40,000 with absolute uncertainty as 
to what reduction will be obtainable 
from sale of surplus property. The 
Boston Bourd of Street Commission- 
| ers, with its vast experience, has never 
dared to use this power. No uctual 
figures of cost have been given, hut 
could be obtained, as was done by the 
Board of Street Commissioners of 
Boston, both on the Pleasant street 
land the Avery street widenings. 
There is no public sentiment demand- 
ing tiie Nonantum square widening, 
and. if the tax payers realized the vast 
expense involved, they would be al- 
most unanimous uguiusi the project. 

| The proposed ureading am! widen- 
ing of the northerly approach to the 
square, compared witli the rest of t lie 
project, involves a much leaser ex- 
Ipense, but we should have actual fig- 
ures obtained from conference with 
I '.he Taylor estate and the tenants, 
showing what must be allowed for 
land damages and cost of reconstruc- 
tion of buildings and the building of 
the new street, before even this por- 
tion of the order should be passed.

WORKS AT CHARLESTOWN 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE MEETS 

The first business meeting of the 
School Committee was held last week 
Wednesday, with Chairman William H. 
Rice in the chair. 

Principal M. W. Murray of the Vo- 
cational School In his recommenda- 
tions suggested changes in two depart- 
ments, which, if considered favorably 
by the Public Works committee, will 
mean the abolishing of the present bi- 
cycle rooms located ip the basement of 
the school, and the erection of a shed 
outside the school. 

Two departments, both of which nre 
the most productive, are hampered for 
the lack of necessary space. The cab- 
inet making department at the present 
time has no available place in which 
to finish the work, and Mr. Murray’s 
suggestion is that the bicycle room in 
the south corridor he used for this 
purpose and the other bicycle room be 
used for storage purposes. 

Mr. Murray also suggested that the 
room In which the ventilation engine 
is now installed be made over for a pat- 
ten storage room and that the machine 
be installed in the fan room. He also 
recommended making certain changes 
in space between the pattern making 
and machine departments, which will 
enable the department to inaugurate 
an automobile repairing department, 
which will eventually mean that the 
minor repairs on city automobiles will 
be made by the students, providing the 
idea is favored by the Aldermen. 

The board also voted to make a fixed 
duirge for the rental of either of the 
High School halls and the gymnasium, 
when admission is charged. The mon- 
ey will be used to defray the expenses 
of janitor service, heating and lighting. 

The board also received and accepted 
several resignations. Warren W. Oli- 
ver of the commercial department of 
the Technical High School goes to Min- 
neapolis, where Ex-Supt. Frank E. 
Spaulding is located. William H. 
('rafts, who hns been stationed in the 
Mason school at Newton Centre, has ac- 
cepted a position in Chelsea, and Ills 
successor is Walter H. Partington. 
The other resignations were Miss 
Helen M. Pulsifer. teacher in the sixth 
grade of the Claflin School, who goes 
to Denver; Miss Marian Hunt of the 
fifth grade of the Stearns School ; Miss 
Eleanor E. Rowan, a teacher of the 
class for defectives in the Claflin 
School, has accepted a call from Bos- 
ton, and Miss Mabel E. Moultrop was 
appointed an assistant kindergarten 
teacher. 

The hoard also voted to ask for the 
sum of $3000 which will be used to re- 
imburse the salaries of janitors, who 
since the Eight-Hour law went into ef- 
fect have been forced to pay help out 
of their annual salaries. 


TIE GAME 

The Newton High and Rindge Tech- 
nical School hockey teams battled for 
48 minutes which included eight min- 
utes of overtime, in their Interscholas- 
tic League match at the Arena Monday 
afternoon, and the game ended in a 
2 to 2 tie. It was a hard fought con- 
test throughout. The improvement of 
the Newton team was a revelation to 
its followers, while Rindge did not play 
up to expectations. 

If Newton High continues to play as 
well as It did against Rindge, it still 
has a chance to finish second in the 
standing as Rindge lias been beaten 
twice, as has Newton. Newton High 
still lias to meet Melrose and Somer- 
ville. 

The Newton seven outplayed Rindge 
in tlie first period, and was leading 2 
to 1, when the whistle sounded. New- 
ton showed bettor team work than 
Rindge in this period, (’apt. Frank 
Carley scored the first point for New- 
ton from a scrimmage, and the second 
one was made by Burkhardt on a pass 
from Parley. Frank Kelley made the 
first goal for Rindge on a rebound shot.

THE SHOE INDUSTRY 

Interesting Address al Technical High School 
by Mr. Wm. F. Hall 


LETTER FROM ENGLAND 

How Some of the Relief Work Is Being 
Done by a Former Resident of Newton 


The (Undents of the Vocational and 
Technical High schools were given 
moat Interest Ing lectures on “The 
Shoe Industry from Belt to Welt,” by 
William F. Hall of the United Shoe 
Machinery (Company, Monday morning 
at tlie Technical High school. The 
Lectures were folio wed by a series 
of clear-cut moving pictures depicting 
the manufacture of a Goodyear welt 
shoe under modern factory conditions. 

Principal M. W. Murray of the Vo- 
cational department and Principal I. 
O. Palmer of the Technical department 
presided at the two meetings and in 
Introducing the speaker thanked the 
United Shoe Machinery Company for 
its generosity to the school and pointed 
to It as one of the companies which 
continues as a Massachusetts indus- 
try with intentions of remaining here 
and one of the most efficient type in 
existence in the world today. 

Mr. Hall said in part: 

"Newton, while not a shoe manu- 
facturing city, claims as its own one 
of the four greatest American shoe- 
makers, Roger Sherman, signer of the 
Declaration of Independence, born 
here April 19, 1721. Vice-President 
Henry Wilson, John Greenleaf Whit- 
tier and Noah Webster, complete the 
celebruted quartet of "cobblers." 

“Sherman as a hoy was taught the 
mysterious art of shoemaking from 
Ills father, William Shermuu, who as 
an expert workman travelled from 
house to house ‘whipping the cat' as 
it was then called. The younger Sher- 
man’s intimate and expert knowledge 
of shoemaking while later serving as 
Congressman from Connecticut saved 
the government thousands of dollars 
from fraudulent contractors on shoes 
and materials, as a member of a spe- 
cial investigating committee. On the 
floor of congress while being com- 
mended for his excellent report when 
asked where he became acquainted 
with the shoe business answered un- 
hesitatingly that he had one time 
worked as a son of St. Crispin, a 
shoemaker. 

"Before going into the wonderfully 
developed boot and shoe business of 
today, travel with me for a moment 
in mind hack to the ages of primitive 
man. This strange fellow trod the 
earth for centuries without foot cov- 
ering, as he did without clothing. 
Very naturally, after his feet had come 
in contact with the rough ground, 
ragged rocks and hot sands for sev- 
eral centuries, it was finally stubbed 
into his stagnant brain that life' 
patli would he more comfortable if he 
protected the bottoms of his bruised 
feet. His early experiments were un- 
doubtedly interesting. However, we 
finally find him with a foot covering 
commonly called a sandal. 

“The material used, historians tell 
us, was hide or plaited grass hound 
to the sole of the foot by a thong. In 
warmer climates, or countries where 
man has not fur advanced from his 
primitive brother, we find him using 
a sandal similarly fashioned. In form 
ing this foot protection, he at first 
used a sharp stone; later we find him 
with a crude hammer and pincers 
sharp tooth or bone for an awl, and 
a flat stone for a lap stone. The walls 
at Thebes give us pictured proof of 
these. With some improvements we 
find the shoemaker of little over half 
a century ago using identically these 
same tools. At the present time there 
are over two hundred operations em 
ployed in making your shoe, and this 
includes about one hundred and sixty 
machines. We live in rather a pro- 
gressive age. 

"Let us hurry along. You will re- 
call reading in ancient history that 
the Goths and Huns invaded the 
sacred precincts of that imperial city, 
Rome. While they devastated much 
and took many tilings away, they at 
least left an idea. Coming from 
a northern country they wrapped 
their legs in skins as a pro 
tectlon from the cold. The pro- 
gressive Romans thereafter coni 
bined sandals and leggings, giving 
the first intimation of a hoot. This 
idea was carried out extensively in 
Roman footwear. The straps which 
hound the warrior's lower legs, you 
have so often seen pictured, came 
originally from these northern van- 
dals. 

"It was the genteel Frenchman who 
first conceived the Idea of a lighter 
boot, and carried the decorative art, 
already begun in the earlier footwear, 
to such extremes that both church 
and state interefered and called a halt. 
You sometimes complain of styles in 
present day of footwear, but let us 
consider a few styles of long ago. 
About the 14th century Henry Plan- 
taganet originated a style of shoe 
which had an elongated toe. It seems 
that Henry had a peculiar growth on 
ills great toe and he endeavored to 
hide this deformity under the guise of 
style. The French dandies took it up 
and earried it to such extremes that 
golden and silver chains were em- 
ployed in binding the toe tip to the 
calf of the leg. It recalls to mind the 
fable of the tailless fox. Uiws were 
passed prohibiting the wearing of 
shoes protruding more than two inches 
from the foot. 

"Now you cannot kill the artistic 
instinct in humanity by the mere pass- 
ing of laws. Shortly a new Btyle ap- 
peared in both France and England. 
This time, however, the contest waged 
for wide toes. They succeeded in 
getting them so extremely broad that 
church and stute again Interfered and 
rescued a suffering public. A six-inch 
toe width limit was put upon shoes, 
if of common blood; the nobility, of 
course, was exempted for a few inches 
more. 

"Wasn’t it Queen Elizabeth who 
wore slashed velvet sleeves? Nobles 
of that period slashed the wide toes 
of their shoes showing beneath silk 
linings which harmonized with their 
costumes— I fear to call them suits; 
thev were more than that! 

"We huve now arrived at the period 
when wo get the first knowledge of tin 
shoo industry in America. On the sec- 
ond voyage of the "Mayflower," in 
1C28, Thomas Huird shipped under 
contract to manufacture shoos for the 
Plymouth Company. With him lie 
brought leuther and findings for his 


work. In 1(148 we read of a Mr. Ma- 
thews, who employed eight men for 
making shoes for negroeR In the Vir- 
ginia Colony. 

"Philip Kirtland, In 163R, was the 
pioneer shoemaker of Lynn, hut to 
John Adam Dngyr (1750) of the same 
city, Is due the credit for American 
manufacturers entering the field for 
fine shoemaking. Dagyr prided him- 
self upon his vocation. After learn- 
ing the trade in France he came to 
America and generously taught his 
fellow -workers the art of fashioning 
the lighter footwear. From that time 
on shocmaking spread like an epi- 
demic throughout New England and 
small shops dotted every hilltop. 

"Up to the year 1848, there was but 
one machine— the Leather Holler — in 
use. Elias Howe invented a Sewing 
Machine that year and several years 
later it was a permanent adjunct of 
shoe factory equipment. Lyman R. 
Blake’s sewing machine, which at- 
tached tlie solo to the upper of the 
shoe, came out shortly after, but the 
inventor lacked the capital to push It. 
Gordon McKay financed this machine 
which was afterwards known by his 
name. Shoemakers Bcorned machinery 
for work that they honestly believed 
could be done only by hand — and after 
the centuries of hand w’ork, are they 
to he blamed? 

"Fortunately for McKay, and unfor- 
tunately for the country, the Civil War 
broke out at this time. McKay was 
at his wits’ end; shoemakers by the 
thousand were called to the flag. The 
demand for shoes became heavier, 
armies being enormous consumers of 
footw-ear of all kinds. Shoes had to 
he manufactured more rapidly and by 
fewer hands. This was McKay’s su- 
preme opportunity. Manufacturers 
persistently refused to buy his ingen- 
ious machine and he w’as obliged to 
place it at their disposal on a royalty 
basis. And this, by the way, is the 
introduction of the royalty system in 
shoe machinery, which is today so ac- 
ceptable to shoe manufacturers gen- 
erally. 

"The McKay Machine met the de- 
mand; the new’ make of shoe excelled 
the peg variety generally worn at that 
period. The succeeding years were 
those of great activity among in- 
ventors. 

"In 1857 the ingenuity of the me- 
chanic placed the pegging machine 
upon the market, and this was followed 
almost immediately by the Standard 
Screw and Nailing Machines for man- 
ufacturing shoes cheaper limn the Mc- 
Kay. 

‘Simultaneously with the success of 
tlie McKay Machine a French me- 
chanic, Auguste Destouy, of New 
York, conceived the idea of sewing 
turn slioes. Your house shoes are of 
tlie turn variety. They have a very 
light sole, narrow edge and have the 
distinct dis-ndvuntuge of being non- 
repairable. 

“Charles Goodyear, nephew of the 
Goodyear of Vulcanized Rubber fame, 
became interested in this new but im- 
practicable machine. Eight noted in- 
ventors worked on it and in the early 
70’s the machine now known thruout 
the civilized w'orld became a fact 
The Goodyear Welt and Turn Shoe 
Sew'ing Machine. This machine revo- 
lutionized shoemaking. It enabled the 
man of moderate means to procure 
that footw'ear which was almost ex 
clusively the luxury of the well-to-do 
— the welt shoe. Most every one here 
today is wearing Goodyear Welt shoes. 
Following this machine came auxiliary 
devices. 

"The prejudices of shoe manufac- 
turers succumbed to the preponder- 
ance of practical results. As new ma- 
chines were invented, companies were 
organized to make and introduce them 
until there w’ere many small concerns, 
some of which did a precarious busi- 
ness. Every manufacturer in fitting 
out his factory had to deal with several 
N)f them; he could not figure with cer- 
tainty upon his machinery; strikes 
w’ere frequent among the operatives 
of one machine or another, so that 
many factories were shut down for a 
part of every year; the industry lacked 
stability; it was in danger of demoral- 
ization. By degrees the smaller con- 
cerns went out of business, until in 
1899 tlie making of machines had cen- 
tered in the hands of three companies 
of substantial size. Uonditions were 
better, but they were still had enough; 
the ills were modified but not dis- 
pelled. The industry was crying for 
relief. This was the state of affairs 
when the United Shoe Machinery Com- 
pany was organized on February 7, 
1899. 

"One of the first things the. Com- 
pany did was to concentrute tlie man- 
ufacture of its machines in the United 
States in a single large factory, which 
was built at Beverly, Mass., and which 
is now one of the model factories of 
the world. It employs nearly 4,000 
people, ships 24,000 machines a year, 
and 21,000,000 parts of machines, and 
very nearly approaches perfection in 
every detail. 

"The interests of the Company ex- 
tend to every civilized country. 

"There are about 1200 independent 
shoe manufacturing concerns in the 
United States, employing nearly 200,- 
000 people and having an individual 
output varying from 300 pairs a day 
to 25,000 pairs. There are over 50,000 
retail shoe dealers. 

"Today Massachusetts housts shoe 
manufacturing its chief industry, and 
yearly collects over $208,000,000 from 
its product. And this Massachusetts 
bus accomplished from tlie coining of 
Tliomas Baird, tlie "Mayflower" shoe- 
maker, and John Adam Dagyr of 
Lynn, sometimes called the American 
Saint Crispin — patron saint of slioe- 
mukers.” 


The following letter, written by Mrs. 
Haworth, a daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
William Firth of Chestnut hill, will he 
of interest to many who have contrib- 
uted to tlie relief of the Belgian ref- 
ugees. 

Owlsoot, Hale, 
Cheshire, Dec. 30, 1914. 

Dear Mother, 

Have at last got a minute’s "lull" 
and we really need It. Twenty-five 
poor refugees have been here today. 
There was a train load came on Mon- 
day atid we have been besieged ever 
since. There was such a sad case, — an 
old lady and her daughter came about 
11 o'clock. They were brought by a 
priest, both were badly crippled. The 
young woman’H hands were just har- 
rowing to see. She had one finger 
left on one hand and only stumps on 
tlie other. The old lady's head was 
all on one side, and fearful scars from 
burns on her face and neck. They 
were just two nervous wrecks and 
could not stand to fit on anything. 1 
asked the priest what was the matter 
with them and he said, “They were 
living in Antwerp, a shell came into 
the house and tlie falling walls buried 
the old lady. The house was on fire 
and the girl fought her way in and dug 
her mother out with her hands. They 
were terribly burned as you can see.” 
I do not like telling you many of 
these terrible tilings but this woman's 
bravery must have been wonderful. 

Tlie little Massin baby is doing fine- 
ly. It is a fine, big boy. Father Pen- 
dergast christened him last week and 
both hoy and mother are doing nicely. 
The mother is coming down as soon 
as possible. I have given them un- 
derclothing, etc. She will want a cos- 
tume and shoes but 1 have saved her 
a warm coat that she will love. 

There have been two new arrivals 
at Mrs. Bentley’s Home and if you 
could only have seen the delight when 
I took them one of the babies' outfits, 
tlie respective mothers just cried for 
joy and their gratitude was beyond 
measure. You know those little white 
crib quilts, trimmed with pink wool 
that some kind lady sent us, well they 
were just a delight to these mothers. 
One little woman said when she saw 
it, "Oh, it is a real babies’ quilt, just 
what 1 was having for my baby when 
we were driven out and all was lost. 
I was so disappointed." 

I have made all arrangements to 
have the children at the Wallasey 
Home photographed to send you. 
There are over forty little kiddies and 
now scarlet fever is raging there. Six 
children are very bad. 1 shall be glad 
when the “food cases arrive" as 1 snail 
need some beef tea and milk for them. 
We have some good nurses there. I 
am using some of file funds you sent 
to help them. 

By any chance did Father meet Mr. 

V of Ghent? Mr. V has or 

rather did have (for everything is now 
in the hands of tlie Germans) some 
large cotton mills, I understand. He 
told me that he was in his office when 
lie received ,a telephone message to 
get his Civic Guard Uniform and go 
to the Town Hall in an hour. It was 
quite a rush for him. When lie got 
there lie found most of the men of the 
town w’ere there. They marched 
straight to the station and were taken 
to Bruges to defend the canal. He 
never saw his wife or child from that 
day in August until he found her here 
this last week. It appears she es- 
caped to the sea and got to England 
and he found her through his agent 
in LondQn. The poor lady has had a 
very hard time of it. She came to 
England with her little child and 
w’ent to a good hotel in Lon- 
don. As her money was being 
used up she went to a cheaper place, 
then came to Manchester and got 
rooms, and finally had to appeal to 
the Refugee Committee when her 
money had gone. No one knowing 
her, she got into a big camp at Platt 

Fields — here Mr. V found her. I 

have appealed to the Committee to put 
them in a small house where she can 
have a little more privacy as she is in 
a delicate condition, and I want to 
make things a little easier for her. 

A young boy of 17 came in yester- 
day. He was very lame. He told me 
ho was wounded on the Yesse in the 
beginning of the battle. He lived with 
his sister and older brother. One day 
their house was hit by a shell and his 
sister was killed. He joined the army. 
He has not seen or heard of his brother 
for two months. He wants me to find 
him work, but I am afraid it will he 
very hard to do so as lie does not speak 
English and is very lame. 

The potatoes have not yet arrived, 
hut 1 have noticed that the boat is in 
Liverpool. All the cards are ad- 
dressed to he nailed on the barrels, 
and htey will all he delivered within 
48 hours of arrival in Manchester. 
The whole 100 barrels are spok- 
en for ulready, also the apples. 
I am not sending tiiese to Hol- 
land, they are much needed here, 
and we are having hard frosts 
and 1 am afraid they would go had. 

This is a long rambling letter, and 
1 am sure 1 shall he tiring you, hut 
when I once get started on these poor 
people 1 could go on for hours they 
are so grateful and so helpless. 

With best love to you both, and all 
good w ishes for the coming year- . 

Do you know Mother 1 thank God 
every night for tlie kind hearts who 
are helping us with this work. If only 
l could have some of those good peo- 
ple here, and let them see tlie help 
they are really giving und the happi 
ness they are bringing into these poor 
peoples’ lives they would feel so 
utnply repaid. "Oh 1 do so wish 1 
could bring them uil here.”

Scout Commissioner E. R. Kimball, Jr. 


The following interesting address 
was recently made by Mr. Edward 
R. Kimball, Jr., District Scout Com- 
missioner at the Boy Scout Exhibition 
given at the Technical High School 
by the Eighth District Council: 

“Out-of-doors is n better place for a 
Boy Scout than indoors. We will try 
tonight to show you some of t lie 
things that Boy Scouts can do, but 
there is a difference between trying to 
show indoors what Scouts can do and 
scouting out-of-doors, which is like 
tin* difference between a description 
and the reality. We wish we could 
take you with us to the open country. 
We w ish you could stand with us on 
one side of a valley, with the warm 
summer wind blowing the fragrance 
of wood and meadow into your faces; 
with the rustling trees and the wav- 
ing grass before you; with the blue 
sparkling ribbon of the river winding 
through the landscape; we wish you 
could see far distant a signal flag be- 
gin to wave at the edge of the woods 
across the river; as soon ns the ling 
begins to wave, we wish you could see 
the speed with which the Scouts abom 
us tnke n signal flag from a haver- 
sack, attack it to a Scout pole and 
answer the waving flag across the 
river. Then you would understand 
what Scout signaling is, and some- 
thing of what it is good for. We wish 
we could build you a raft and ferry 
you across that river; because, while 
you were crossing, it would udd much 
to your peace of mind to know that 
every first-class Scout can swim, and 
that all first-class Scouts are expected 
to know what to do In case of a drown- l 
ing accident, and how to resusciate the 
apparently drowned. And after we 
had ferried you across, we might take 
you far into the distant woods until 
you. and perhaps we too. had no idea 
where we were, or the way out. We 
might then find a compass direction 
without using a compass, locate our- 
selves approximately, and find our 
way out again; and it is likely that 
you would appreciate the usefulness 
of knowing how to do a thing like 
that. We might come to a high wall 
or clifT, and scale it Scout fashion; and 
again while you were climbing it 
might comfort you to know that if you 
fell and broke a limb the Scouts could 
put it in splints, make a stretcher 
with the materials at hand, and take 
you safely to a place where a doctor 
could attend you. You might be in- 
terested to have us point out the val- 
uable kinds of trees while we were 
going through the woods, and perhaps 
now and then we could show you a 
wild animal or a bird or some of the 
native wild flowers. Perhaps too, with 
a vie* to your safety, our Scouts 
might warn you now and then against 
poison ivy, which they are taught to 
know and avoid. 

"After you had ‘‘hiked’’ with us 
through a long summer afternoon, 
perhaps the lowering sun might re- 
mind you that it was nearly supper- 
time. If you were a Boy Scout, you 
would not need the lowering sun to 
remind you of this; because something 
inside of every Boy Scout tells him, 
without looking at the sun, whenever 
it is supper-time. Then we would 
choose a comfortable camp-site and. 
in a safe place, would lay a fire Now’, 
perhaps, in crossing that river, all the 
matches in the party were w’et and 
spoiled. Will our Scouts go supper- 
less and hungry, and shiver in the 
evening chill? Wait a little. See them 
improvise a bow-drill and fire-stick. 
See them gather tinder from the inner 
bark of a cedar tree. Watch them put 
the bow-drill together and draw the 
bow back and forth. No musical 
genius with a violin ever held an au- 
dience more entranced. Soon comes 
a smoke, then a spark, a blowing of 
tinder, then a blaze, and a cheerful 
campfire. 

“Now’ watch the Scouts as they cook 
their suppers. One is making deli- 
cious scrambled eggs in the cover of 
a lard-pail fastened in a split stick 
for a handle. Another is getting ready 
chocolate in an old tin can. A group 
of Scouts are cooking bacon on pointed 
green sticks over the fire. Others are 
broiling chops und steaks in their 
Scout frying pans. Others are baking 
potatoes in the earth beneath the 
campfire. Several Scouts are essay- 
ing to mix some dough and make it 
into ribbons to wind around green 
clubs and buke over the fire into bis- 
cuits called ’twists.’ in this way, two 
or three inexperienced Scouts have 
transformed themselves into veritable 
dough-men, covered with sticky dough 
from their hair to their shoes. This 
is anticipated und much enjoyed by 
their initiated comrades. But now the 
steaks and chops, the bacon, the stew, 
tlie eggs, the chocolate and cocoa, the 
potatoes, the fruit und good tilings 
brought ulong are ready. We will not 
dwell longer upon the scene, lest the 
Scouts here tonight should famish. 

"The shadows lengthen, the sun has 
set. The group about the campfire, 
their hunger satisfied, tell stories, play- 
games, and sing. Darkness falls, tin- 
stars come out. It is time to ‘hike’ 
for home. The campfire is dragged 
upurt, und the troop work ut extin- 
guishing it until every lust spark is 
out; for no fire is out while a spark 
is left that may later kindle and cause 
a forest fire. Then tlie troop start for 
home. Willi tlie stars above him, each 
Scout knows where tlie wuy lies; Tor 
lie has been tuught to know the North 
Star, und the principal constellations 
and, whenever the stars shine, can 
find Ills way. And if the slurs are hid- 
den, tlie compass in Ills pocket will 
tell him where home is. 

“Scouting teaches a boy good tilings 
to do in his spare time. The things 
Scouting teaches will be useful to 
know all through life. One of our 
aims is to develop personal initiative, 
so that each boy will be encouraged to 
undertake and do things for himself— 
and they do tilings for themselves. 
One thing i wish to call to your at- 
tention at this time is tlie printing of 
the programs for tills Exhibition. This 
work was done by some of our Scouts. 
Starting witli a small hand-press, tlie 
printer earned enough by iiis work 
to get a larger job-press, with a good 
equipment; and the kind of work lie 
does now you can see for yourselves. 
His printing ottlce, by the way, is in 


a shod loading from the kitchen of his 
home. It i« noticed that this location, 
adjoining the kitelien, has decided ad- 
vantages for a boy printer! for, when- 
ever lie becomes diseournged by the 
sight of printer’s pi, he can nt once 
restore Ills spirits and enthusiasm by 
the sight, and perchance the delicious 
taste of the "pie that mother makes," 
and so the business may be continued 
with unnbated energy. 

"Perhaps you may like to know how 
old the Boy Scout movement is? The 
Boy Scouts of America will be five 
years old next month. The movement 
started In England In 1907, from 
whence It came to this country In 
1910. 

"The Boy Scouts of America are or- 
ganized with a National Council which 
lias control of the work In the whole 
United States, publishes the literature, 
and arranges for the making and dis- 
tribution of the official uniforms and 
equipment; and liocal Councils, which 
have charge of the local work in the 
different cities and towns. 

"In Greater Boston, we have the 
Greater Boston Council of Boy Scouts 
of America, which includes all terri- 
tory within a radius of approximately 
ten miles of the State House. This 
territory is divided into ten Districts, 
each in charge of a District Council 
and a District Scout Commissioner. 
Newton and Needham constitute the 
Eighth District. The Headquarters of 
the Greater Boston Council Is the head 
of the Scout work In all this territory. 
Two Commissioners, the Scout Com- 
missioner, and the Field Scout Com- 
missioner, are paid to give all their 
time to the work. Aside from these 
two men (and they are splendid men), 
who of necessity are paid to give their 
whole time, practically all Scout work 
in Greater Boston Is voluntary and 
unpaid. Through Hendquarters, all 
parts of the Greater Boston territory 
are kept in constant touch with each 
other, and it is possible to reach the 
Scouts of ac;’ part of the city or of the 
whole city at very short notice at any 
time. 

"There are Scouts in almost every 
part of the world. In all the European 
nations, China, Japan, Indiu. Aus- 
tralia, etc. If a Scout from the United 
States goes to China, for instance, and 
meets a Chinese Scout they have a 
feeling of friendship at once. Among 
the results of the Scout movement is 
likely to be the promotion worldwide 
of a feeling of universal brotherhood. 
There are estimated to be more than 
1,000,000 Scouts throughout the world. 

“How much does it cost to be a 
Scout? That depends upon how much 
equipment a boy gets. Boy Scouts 
are not obliged to have uniforms un- 
less they want them. The uniforms 
are so good and cheap that, aside from 
their neater appearance, it is really 
economy for Scouts to wear them 
when roughing it on tlie ‘hikes’ rather 
than their ordinary clothes. But no 
boy is excluded from the Scouts be- 
cause he has not a uniform. The 
yearly dues that the Scout must pay 
are 25 cents to the National Council, 
and his troop dues. These troop dues 
usually amount to about $1.10 per 
year. In addition, the Scout may want 
the official paper, "Boys Life," which 
costs $1 per year. The equipment, 
including the ’Handbook for Boys,’ 
which costs 25 cents, und which every 
boy in the land ought to have regard- 
less of w’hether he belongs to the 
Scouts or not; because it is the best 
book for boys ever published; the 
equipment,. including this book, und a 
full uniform costs $8.60. If to this we 
add a canteen (which is u great ad- 
vantage in insuring good water on the 
’hikes’) und a Scout axe the expense 
is $2.50 more. Tents, blankets, cook- 
ing kits, etc. for overnight camping 
may cost $10 more. For the amount 
of money expended, there is more ac- 
complished for the boy in Scouting 
than in any other form of activity for 
boys that I am acquainted with. It is 
the most economical with boys that 
I know of. 

"Tiie motto of the Boy Scouts of 
Americu 1 h ‘Be prepured.’ This means 
that the boy should learn what to do 
in the common emergencies of life, so 
that when an accident happens— and 
an accident alwuys happens in an in- 
stant leaving no time then to learn 
what to do — our Scout may remember 
and do instantly the things he lias al- 
ready learned are best when that par- 
ticular kind of uccldent happens. The 
Scout is also taught how to keep 
healthy and strong; so that when his 
help is needed he will be ready and 
able to give it. 

The knot tied to his badge reminds 
a Scout to do u good act at least once 
every day, and us often beside us lie 
has opportunity. And they do these 
good acts; but they say nothing about 
them ufterwards. Tlie only way the 
Commissioner or the Scoutmuster 
knows that they have done them is 
when somebody else tells him or when, 
by chance, he sees tlie act himself. 
This happens every now and then ; 
for a good act is often remembered 
much longer than the Scout supposes; 
and, although the Scout thinks the 
pariicular act was little noticed, it 
means more to others sometimes than 
lie thinks. 

The Eighth District Council of Boy 
Scouts of America in Greater Boston 
lias been organized for one year and 
three months. Tills is tlie third rally 
of all the Scouts in tlie District, and 
our first public exhibit ion. All tlie 
Scout troops here tonight are veteran 
troops, except our 4th Troop, who 
commenced to organize lust November. 
This troop is a lusty infant, and is 
growing lust. Already, it lias twenty 
Scouts, witli more who want to come 
in, and it is hound to be u strong and 
useful member of our Scout family. 

The oldest troops in tlie District 
were organized in 1911, periiups a lit- 
tle less than a yeur after the Scout 
movement begun in this country; so, 
as alwuys, Newton wus among tlie 
first. *

DEAFNESS AM) CHEERFULNESS 

There Is n book which was written, 
some time ago, called "Deafness and 
Cheerfulness’’ which describes how the 
trohle of deafness may bo met in n 
cheerful way. Some one who read it 
described it as the saddest book he had 
ever rend, and yet It is Intended to be 
optimistic. What may seem easy to 
bear to one person Is unbearable to 
another, and while one mny become 
nccustomed to dragging a ball and 
chain and mny even lenrn to smile 
while carrying It, would you ever be 
able to make a Jest of It? There nre 
a few people who seem to rather en- 
joy deafness. Mr. Edison lias declared 
that he would not tnke bnck his sense 
of hearing If he could, fenring tlint It 
might Interfere with Ills life work, a 
noble way to consider It. But how If 
it were going to Interfere with his 
whole life work to lose Ills hearing, 
and if it would stop all his business, 
Ills pleasure and his whole future? 

One of the most trying things about 
deafness Is the nttltude of the general 
public towards the use of any Instru- 
ment to assist the lionring, if 1 wear 
glasses or spectacles or goggles, or 
two or three pairs of them at a time 
no one laughs at me or sees anything 
ridiculous about It, and If 1 wear 
glasses at all I am not blind, I am juBt 
near sighted or far sighted or astig- 
matic, or whatever it may be. But let 
me use the simplest kind of an assist- 
ance to my hearing, and I am not just 
hard of hearing — I am deaf. As a 
matter of fnct. very few people nre 
really donf ns compared with the 
blind, and the condition of totally deaf 
people Is not so hard ns of the par- 
tially deaf. The school of lip reading 
are able to teach the totally deaf to 
understand conversation at sight, and 
this once learned, they have really a 
great advantage over hearing people. 
They do not have to strain their eyes 
and their nerves to guess what Is be- 
ing said because they read without ef- 
fort and cannot help but understand. 

In the new play called “The Silent 
Voice” which Is being played In New 
York, the leading character is n mas- 
ter of lip reading. 

But to the partially deaf this Is not 
such a relief. To try to hear and to 
try to see by the lips requires double 
effort of the brain, and is considered 
by experts as a most difficult thing 
to do and almost Impossible. It can 
be done, but in studying lip reading 
no teacher will allow a trumpet to be 
used. 

For many years an ear trumpet has 
been considered a good joke by hear- 
ing people and when so-called wits 
are at a loss for a bait they bring on 
a good big tin ear horn and go through 
the performance. The joke ranks with 
the one about the mother-in-law, and 
is just about as funny. 

Many mothers-in-law have sail 
•'•’arts about their sons-in-law whom 
they do not select or enjoy, and many 
deaf people would be glad to lay down 
their burden if it might be: many — 
yes, all. Since It may not be, why 
not use anything which will make it 
easier. False pride, you may say — 
but once conquered what an assist- 
ance a trumpet is! Let no false pride 
stop me — I go on! Perhaps the most 
trying situation is when a seat full 
of ill bred children turns around to 
study one and see \vhat that thing is? 
Or is it when some one sends to bor- 
row your largest trumpet for an enter- 
tainment, knowing you have a collec- 
tion. Then won’t you rage? But this 
too can be borne. Deafness and cheer- 
fulness indeed.

Mr. McCall's very interesting new 
book on the Life of Thomas B. Reed, 
discusses, on pages 99, 100 and 101, 
Mr. Reed's attitude toward woman’s 
suffrage. It appears that he reported 
to the House of Representatives, from 
the Committee on Rules, in 1882, a 
resolution for a select committee on 
woman’s suffrage. Tills rule was 
adopted, and among those who voted 
for it was Mr. Reed, Ex-President 
McKinley, who was then serving in 
the House, ex-Speaker Cannon, and 
Representative Dingley of Maine. 
The report which later came from the 
Committee on Judiciary was adverse 
to woman's suffruge, but Mr. Reed 
wus one of the four who signed the 
minority report in favor of suffrage, 
and set forth in detail his reusons in 
favor of woman’s suffrage. He said 
that no one who listened to the rea- 
sons against woman’s suffrage, 

“given by tlie superior class for the 
continuance of any system of subjec- 
tion can fail to be impressed with the 
noble disinterestedness of mankind. 
When the subjection of persons of 
African descent was to he maintained, 
tlie good of those persons wus always 
the main object. When it was the 
fashion to beat children, to regard 
them as little animals who hud no 
rights, it wus always for their good 
that they were treated with severity, 
and never on account of the bad tem- 
per of their parents. Hence, when it 
is proposed to give to the women of 
this country an opportunity to present 
t heir case to the various state legis- 
latures, to demuiid of the people of 
the country equality of political rights, 
it is not surprising to find that the 
reasons in which tlie continuance of 
tlie inferiority of women is urged, 
are drawn almost entirely from a ten- 
der consideration of their own good. 
The anxiety felt lest they should 
thereby deteriorate, would be an honor 
to human nature were it not an his- 
torical fuct that tlie sume sweet soli- 
citude lias been put up us u barrier 
against every progress which women 
have made since civilization begun." 

”... No reason on earth can be 
given hy those who duini suffruge us 
a right of manhood which does not 
make it u right of womanhood ulso. If 
tlie suffruge is to he given man to pro- 
tod him ill ills life, liberty and prop- 
perty, the sume reasons urge thut it 
he given to woman, for she lias tlie 
same life, liberty, and property to pro- 
tect. If it be urged t hut her interests 
are so bound up in those of man that 
they urn sure to be protected, the an- 
swer it that tlie same urgument was 
urged us to tlie merging in the lius- 
bund of the wife's rigln of property, 
und wus pronounced by tlie Judgment 
of mankind fullucious in practice und 
in principle. If tlie nutures of men 
and women are so alike for this reu-

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EVERY SATURDAY CLUB 

Has an Interesting Discussion ol the Books oi 
Robert L. Stevenson 


At the home of Mr. nnd Mrs. Wil- 
liam (’. Richardson on Highland ave- 
nue, a large attendance of the Every 
Saturday Club proved that the at- 
tractions of lltcrnture could overcome 
the conditions of slushy streets and 
melting Ice. The topic for the eve- 
ning was the short stories of Robert 
Louis Stevenson, and the program 
was In the hands of William C. Ham- 
burgh ns chairman of the evening, as- 
sisted by Mrs. William O. Hunt. 

All of the thirteen short stories in 
the two volumes, ‘‘The Merry Men” 
and "New Arabian Nights,” were dis- 
cussed and their plots described. Mr. 
Hamburg's opening comments fol- 
low : 

"The stories which we are to dis- 
cuss tonight are nearly all ma- 
ture and stylish penny dread- 
fuls. In nearly every instance 
Stevenson refers to them sep- 
arately and by name as being written 
purposely with a thrill. There are a 
great many shady characters and there 
are a great many dare-devil events 
in these thirteen stories; and yet, 
there is hardly anything which is 
gruesome, very little that creates any- 
thing more than an intellectual shud- 
der in the mind of the reader. They 
are all clean cut stories of varying 
intensity of description, condensation 
of style; yet if the plots were hap- 
pening in real life today each would 
make a fine first-page yellow journal 
"beat” with screeching headlines. 

"And yet, we reread the "Suicide 
Club" with renewed gusto; we read 
and reread the "Rajah’s Diamond,” 
think of “The Sire de Maletroit’ 
Door” as a great classic, and a “Lodg- 
ing for the Night” as a living Gerome 
or Vibert of literary art. 

“It is strange, this attitude of our 
present generation toward Stevenson. 
One becomes a Stevensonian or one 
does not. He is specifically a man’s 
author and yet some women like him 
The admiration of uncritical enthusi- 
asts will always interfere with the 
true Stevensonian’s quiet enjoyment 
of his works; and the abnormal and 
saccharine praise with which he has 
been smeared must be worn off by 
time, before he really takes his just 
position in literature; but, even with 
these reservations, much that he has 
written remains the very best untir- 
ing entertainment which exists today 
on our shelves. 

“His abrupt endings, his congested 
denouement, his occasionally thin the- 
atricality, his stiff staging of some of 
his scenes where the best incidents 
are narrated, his hazy localities, his 
incurably literary life, his charming 
personality with its influence toward 
forgiveness for all of his faults, Ills 
evident lack of solid knowledge, his 
ever-present style, his rarely plainless 
pages, — none of these are blemishes, 
nor reqJ’v detract from the entertain- 
ment, . quailed save by those gems 
of Frosp r. Maurice and Alphonse 


wonderful, stimulating, charming re- 
enjoyable entertainment, with it b per- 
fect lucidity, its deft touch of the pen- 
cil on the canvas, which is our legacy 
from his incessant labors of less than 
30 years. ( 

"Stevenson surrendered himself to 
giving pleasure: there is no personal 
spirit, no individual qualities outside 
of story nnd style, style and invention, 
invention and entertainment. Every 
story, every poem, every letter, every 
essay, was written to give pleasure, 
pleasure which would be created by 
curiosity, surprise, frequent turns of 
plot, intricate movements, moral and 
ethical analyses not too long to make 
the reader drowsy, intellectual de- 
scriptions of honor and mystery, a bit 
of the uncanny, and a perfect tenor of 
style, maintained with a clear-cut 
fervour for simple, expressive and 
understandable words. ; 

"We have much to thank Robert 
Louis Stevenson for in his language. 
There is rarely a double or doubtful 
meaning in it; and though his plots 
and his style were played like a far- 
reaching game of •chess, it was a fair 
game played with one eye to the pan- 
oramic requirements of the modern 
reader. Let us admit that in his short 
stories his pure imagination was pure 
contrivance, let us admit that too 
many of his scenes were incidental — 
flashlight views — not vivid and impor- 
tant movements, — still we cannot ever 
fail to admit that he painted pictures 
which can never be forgotten 

“What he failed to do need not be 
laid up against him. Few geniuses 
have covered the whole gamut, and 
Robert L. Stevenson’s inability to ex- 
hibit the treasures of the human 
heart has not spoiled the entertain- 
ment the world has in his twenty-one 
volumes. ‘Robert L. Stevenson was 
exclusive, not inclusive, one who could 
see a beacon and describe it, but 
could not hold it aflame with a mean- 
ing in his own hands.’ 

"So I come to what I think is the 
real reason of Robert L. Stevenson’s 
popularity. He wasn’t a literary 


MISS COBB LEG1URES 

On Siena and Her Sister Cities Before 
Boston Scientific Society 


Refore the Boston Scientific Society 
Tuesday evening, Miss C’ora Stanwood 
Cobb spoke on "Siena and her Sister 
Cities,” a paper of personal study from 
the viewpoints of the nrtist and his- 
torian as well as the sightseer. Lan- 
tern illustrations accompanied the ad- 
dress. which preser’ed brief stories of 
Orvietto, Perugia, Assisi and Siena. 

Miss Cobb described a country 
whose cities were the home of a great 
and refined people, the Etruscans, at 
a time when Rome was only a collec- 
tion of shepherds’ huts. Under the 
Empire they were flourishing places 
and they live for us now in what they 
have brought untarnished from the 
Middle Ages and the Renaissance in 
architecture, painting and sculpture. 
Then again religious history depends 
for its development upon the deeds of 
the hill-town saints, some of whose 
doings are familiar stories in every 
household. 

"Orvlette,” said Miss Cobh, "has af- 
finities with the mesas of our Western 
plains, being built on the roots of an 
old volcano. The Etruscans selected 
naturally fortified sites and such a 
place was to their liking. The ne- 
cropolis of these very ancient days is 
of exceeding interest, suggesting con- 
tinuance of life in the miniature city 
that it was with streets and,. little 
houses for tombs with rooms, furnish- 
ing and utensils. These remains that 
were removable now fill museums with 
every variety of ancient household 
relics and those of personal adorn- 
ment. Almost deserted the town 
boasts a cathedral that is a gem and 
from the pictures in the chapel of 
San Bruzzio Michael Angelo drew his 
inspiration for the decorations of the 
Sistine chapel. 

“In Perugia there is the old Roman 
wall in good condition and the older 
Etruscan work showing in gateways 
and the older wall in places.” 

Miss Cobb entered into a general 
consideration of the Etruscans, noting 
that the important part of the story 
is what we do not know. They had 
a wonderful culture with refined 
homes while yet the nations since 
famous and world-conquerors lived in

The world is his debtor because 
Robert 1^ Stevenson entertained it 
and will continue to entertain it just 
as long as the Decameron, the Arabian 
Nights, Scott’s works and the plays of 
Shakespeare shall entertain this tired 
old world that wants amusement and 
wants it without preaching, believing 
it is a pretty good world anyhow and 
that there is as much good in the 
worst of us as there is bad in the best

The story was illustrated by de- 
lightful glimpses of the matchless 
scenery of the hill sections of Umbria, 
the magnet that has drawn hither in 
all ages those of artistic temperament.

At the meeting of the Social Science 
Club on Wednesday morning Mr. 
George W. Solley presented the work 
of the New England Civic Institute 
and explained the courses, which it 
is proposed to hold in Newtonville at 
the high school hall beginning the 
mtrd Thursday of March. 

The paper of the morning was given 
by Mrs. Harry Lutz, her subject be- 
ing “The Federalist.” The volume 
thus known is a series of essays, 
which were originally published in the 
New York papers during the 1787 and 
1788 signed, "Publius.” They explain 
the practical working of the new con- 
stitution. which had then been adopt- 
ed by nine of the states, and were 
written by Alexander Hamilton, James 
Madison and John Jay with the hope 
of saving New Yorw to the Union, as 
it had so far refused to adopt the 
Constitution. The essays are consid- 
ered the most complete and noteworthy 
treatise on Federal government ever 
written. Mrs. Lutz discussed in an 
able manner the doings of the Con* 
tinental Congress and the Articles o' 
Confederation, which led up to the 
drawing up of the Constitution. The 
discussion in the Constitutional Con- 
vention and the excitement resulting 
from the differing opinions were pre- 
sented. She likened those critical 
days to the present times in the ei- 
torts toward the establishment of a 
Federation of the World, which shall 
insure world peace. Had not all the 
states come in to the union a position 
similar to that of the Hague Confer- 
ence today would have prevailed.

INTERESTING REPORT 

The first annual report of the New- 
ton Planning Board composed of Mr. 
Charles E. Gibson, chairman, and 
Messrs. Alfred E. Alvord, Howard P. 
Converse, George Royal Pulslfer and 
Vernon B. Swett, has just been issued. 
The hoard gives considerable at- 
tention to the matter of Nonantum 
Square, particulars of which were re- 
cently printed in the GRAPHIC: 

The hoard says in part: 

Newton is essentially a residence city. 

It does not present problems con- 
nected with mercantile business, with 
manufacturing centers and housing 
for lnrge numbers of workers. It does 
not seem likely that we must ever plan 
for development of that kind. It does 
appear to us that the natural destiny 
of Newton is to he a city of homes and 
that we should plan for Its very best 
development along that line. 

It is obvious that any adequate city 
plan must provide for the widening of 
some of our main thoroughfares. We 
have not been able to go into this 
question thoroughly, hut would rec- 
ommend that the City Government 
consider particularly the necessary 
future widening of Wnlnut Street In 
Ward 2 and of Washington Street at 
Newton Lower Falls, and In West 
Newton west of the bridge over the 
railroad. 

We would call attention again to the 
necessity of widening Centre Street, 
norm of Nonantum Square, as sug- 
gested in our report of last June to 
the Public Works Committee. This 
street forms an important connection 
with Watertown, is encumbered with 
street railway tracks and is narrowest 
near the Square where the traffic Is 
| heaviest. 

In our report on Nonantum Square, 
we suggested that the City should plan 
for the widening of Jefferson street 
which will ultimately connect with 
the Metropolitan Park boulevard, to be 
built along the south side of the 
Charles River, and will thus become 
an important thoroughfare. We would 
renew this suggestion. 

Of the many other matters that have 
comt? to our attention and to which 
we have given considerable study, we 
may mention the following as the most 
important: — 

A plan for a civic centre by a pro- 
cess of gradual development, including 
provision for a new City Hall, — pos- 
sibly grouped with other public build 
ings. 

The draining of Cold Spring Swamp 
and other low areas. It is possible, by 
this means, to reclaim many acres ol 
what is now useless land, * adding 
greatly to its value and making it 
available for improvement, and, 
part, for public use if so required. 

The proper development of the Oak 
1 ill District in Wards 5 and 6, now 
sparsely settled, but, in natural beau- 
ty, one of the most attractive sections 
of the City. 

The necessity of widening Common- 
wealth avenue, — just as it reaches the 
river at Norumbega Park and the con- 
struction of a new and wider bridge 
over the Charles at that point, to be 
built in eo-operation with the Town 
of Weston. There can he no question 
that the present bridge is a source of 
danger. 

The extension of Crescent street, in 
ward 1, north, across Allison park to 
the Charles River and the construction 
of a bridge across the river at this 
point leading to West Watertown Sta- 
tion thus placing a large part of No 
nantum, which now has poor railroad 
facilities, within convenient distance 
of a railroad station. 

Provision for a street or phrk-way 
in ward 7, which will afford access to 
t lie Charles River Basin. We recom- 
mend serious attention to this sug- 
gestion. 

Some plan to reduce the bill-hoard 
nuisance, a matter which is now be- 
fore the General Court. 

The adoption by the City of some 
systematic plan for financing such 
public improvements as come within 
the scope of city planning. It lias 
been suggested that there should he 
established a definite policy as to the 
amount to be so expended each yea 
in order that the work can be proper- 
ly planned long in advance.

CENTRALIZED PHILANTHROPY 

argely Attended Mass Meeting Favors A City 
Wide Organization 


A gntherlnp; of representative men 
ml women which completely filled 
he assembly hnll at the Newton Club 
ouse, Ncwtonville, on Tuesday nighl, 
eetiflcd to the deep Interest the sub- 
ect of relief for the unfortunate and 
needy has aroused In this community. 

.Mayor Childs called the meeting to 
order and said: 

It is comparatively easy to go afar 
with our charities, but it is somewhat 
harder too face and solve the prob- 
lems here at. home. Sometimes in our 
enthusiasm to respond to calls from 
n distance we overlook or perhaps we 
forget the need that is not very far 
away. This 1 b not always due to in- 
difference, for sometimes we do not 
know and sometimes we do not take 
the trouble to find out and often we are 
not quite sure of the appropriate chan- 
nels from which to obtain information. 
Maybe people are out of work ana 
maybe there is need for helpful as- 
sistance and yet it may be hard to get 
in touch with meritorious enses on 
account of pride or self-respect of 
men who are willing to work and who 
ennnot. get it. There are other cases 
of suffering and lmrd-luck that come 
under our observation, sometimes one 
to drink and sometimes to mismanage- 
ment. 

If I understand the purpose of our 
coming together, it is to see if some 
organization cannot be effected which 
will serve as a clearing house for 
Newton’s needs. The organization 
known as the Associated Charities lias 
tried to do this work and has done it 
well under the leadership of Mrs. Mar- 
tin, a woman who will always have a 
warm place in our hearts for her good 
services. Mrs. Martin has resigned 
her position in the Associated Chari- 
ties, and some of her fellow-workers 
there have felt the need of an organi- 
zation to do even a larger work than 
that done by the Associated Charities. 
Now most of us are connected with 
some religious or philanthropic organ 
ization, and sometime, somewhere a 
case of hardluck has faced us. rer- 
haps we wanted to help in some way 
and tried to, and maybe we did more 
harm than good. If we could have 
been in touch with some central bu- 
reau which could have helped us to 
help in that case we would have been 
grateful. Now tonight we are going 
to listen to some large hearted work- 
ers on this subject of relief work 
Some plan will be offered whereby we 
may effect an organization to help to 
avoid duplication, to assume proper 
investigation and to reach deserving 
cases of need. What we need in New 
ton is some Central bureau of informa- 
tion, and I suspect those who are going 
to talk are going to feel the same way 

As the Mayor hhd an engagement, 
he called upon Senator George H. B1 
Us to preside. 

Senator Ellis said: — 

1 am glad to be here and 
o tnke part in this meeting. 1 do not 


know ns much nbout the purpose of the 
organization as I ought. 1 sincerely 
hope it is to he just as simple as pos- 
sible and hope it is to work with rath- 
er than for the people we want to help. 

1 have a somewhat, comprehensive 
view of this work in the State but am 
lacking on knowledge of the work in 
our own city. Senator Ellis then in- 
troduced Mr. E. E. Wakefield, Jr. 

Mr. Wakefield spoke of the work the 
Associated Charities had been doing 
in Newton under the leadership of 
Mrs. Mary R. Martin and said that the 
Hoard of Directors of that organiza- 
tion had felt. Bince the retirement of 
Mrs. Martin as Secretary, that a new 
situation had developed. He believed 
that before an attempt was made to 
bring a new worker into this field the 
citizens should improve on the pres- 
ent system, lie spoke of the work 
Committees of the Associated Chari- 
ties had been doing toward securing 
information as to the advisability of 
organizing a clearing house for all 
charity work of the city, and stated 
that it was their opinion that this 
should be done, and it was for this 
purpose that the Associated Charities 
had called this meeting. 

Mrs. 13. E. Taylor, President of the 
Newton Federation of Women’s Clubs 
was introduced and announced that 
the Federation was heartily in favor ot 
this new organization and would give 
their loyal support. 

Rev. .1. Edgar Park of West New- 
ton spoke of the charitable work in 
West Newton and gave many amusing 
instances of duplication in assistance 
to supposedly suffering families. He 
urged the forming of the new organi- 
zation. 

Mrs. W. H. Lothrop spoke of her ex- 
perience in this work throughout the 
state and told how this organization 
could he effectually carried forward 
by various means. She stated that the 
Legislature had on various occasions 
refused to grant appropriations for 
charitable purposes, much to their re- 
gret later on. In this connection she 
cited a case where the Commonwealth 
would have been $60,000 better off if 
an appropriation had been granted for 
the establishment of a school for the 
feeble minded in the western part of 
the State, one family there having cost 
the State this amount in the past fif- 
teen years. 

Mrs. Lctlirop believed it would be 
impossible to carry on the work in 
Newton without some central bureau 
where all cases might be considered, 
and stated that she was willing to as- 
sist in the work in every way possible. 

Mr. Wakefield then presented a 
scheme of organization which had been 
drawn up by the Committee and it was 
unanimously voted to adopt the plan, 
and the petition for incorporation un- 
der the laws of the state. 

Mr. A. D. Auryansen then presented

THE CHRISTIAN FORUM 

Public Concern in Recreation Discussej at 
Eliot Church Meeting 


The fifth meeting of the year of the 
Christian Forum of Newton was held 
at. the Eliot Church on Sunday eve- 
ning. The address was given by Mr. 
Lee Franklin llanmer of New York, di- 
rector of the Department of Recreation 
of the Russell Sago Foundation. His 
topic was ‘‘Tlte Hasis of Public Concern 
in Recreation.” He spoke somewhat as 
follows: "Six score and 19 years ago 
‘our forefathers brought forth upon 
this continent a nation conceived in 
liberty and dedicated to the proposition 
Hint, all men are created equal. This 
new freedom, this new liberty, this 
new equality, stated so clearly and so 
simply by that great President whose 
memory we have recalled the past 
week, is in reality becoming the hasis 
of public concern in recreation, be- 
cause out of these conditions at once 
drew a new problem, a problem of liv- 
ing together. It is quite one thing to 
live in a country where one’s thinking 
is done for him and where the daily 
course is mapped out, civilly, morally, 
etc., but it is quite a different thing to 
live in a country dedicated to the prop- 
osition that men are free and equal, 
and where it is understood that we 
have certain inalienable rights, and the 
pursuit of happiness. This pursuit of 
happiness. Sometimes we think she 
is within our grasp and we feel the 
warmth and glow of her personality 
and then someone, perhaps a friend of 
ours exercises his right and speaks, 
and she is gone. In the exercise of 
this. freedom we are in dangef of rob- 
bing our friends of their freedom. We 
must somehow weave into the fabric 
of our boys and girls and men and wo- 
men these qualities of large hearted- 
ness and kindly consideration. This 
art of living together is the basis of 
concern that is coming to be looked 
upon as one of the new functions of 
social American life. The time when 
we really live, when we are ourselves 
is after the day’s work is over, after 
six o’clock at night, and it is that time 
that is becoming to ne a matter of pub- 
lic concern. 

"Those who have had to do with cor- 
rectional agencies tell us that 80 per 
cent of the offences agains^ property 
occur between six and eleven P. M.. 
during those freedom hours when we 
an* doing the things we want to do. 
It then is a matter of public concern 
as to how this time is to be spent.” 

Mr. Haunter related the experience 
of a professor of sociology in a large 
western city who approached the local 
court in search of material for discus- 
sion before his classes. He found 14 
young men lined up before the judge, 
not tough looking chaps, but boys front 
average homes who had had the advan- 
tage of schools and churches. From 
the attendant he found that the charges 
ranged front participating in a riot in 
a moving picture theatre, down to 
shooting craps. All things that boys 
might do who had no program of 
things that they might do in their lei-

THE 1915 BUDGET 

Details of the $1,653,266.10 Estimated 
for 1915 City Expenses 

The budget of city expenses for the 
current year submitted hv Mayor 
Childs last Monday night carries a 
grand total of $1,653,266.10 as com- 
pared witli a budget total last year of 
$1,588,130.62 and actual expenses for 
last year (budget and additions) of 
$1,728,838.76. 

The principal Increases are $17.- 
792.53 for Schools, which brings that 
expensive department nearly to the 
$400,000 mark, the actual figures being 
$399,647.43. The Street department, 
however, has the largest increase. $36,- 
420.83, some $10,000 of which is for the 
purchase of new equipment, including 
a new steam road roller. The total 
Street department expense is $314,488 
Police expenses increase some $8700, to 
over $107,000, largely due to salary in- 
creases and additional men, while the 
Fire Department reaches $98,855.82 an 
increase of some $5,000 for new men 
and salary increases. The Forestry 
Department, notwithstanding a reduc- 
tion of some $9000 in Moth Work, asks 
for about $3300 increase, of which part 
is charged to Shade trees and part to 
care of school grounds. The City 
Clerk wants more money for Election 
expenses, which accounts for most of 
the $1600 In his department. The 
Charity department needs more for 
City Home expenses. Sick Poor and 
payments to Mothers, a total of over 
$2100. The Library requests $1872 
more, the Planning Board ask for 
$1000 for expert advice and survey of 
the city, and the Water Department 
believes it should buy $2000 of land in 
Needham to protect its water supply. 
On tlte other hand there is a fine reduc- 
tion in our interest, sinking fund and 
serial bonds account of over $30,000, 
and the Building department is over 
$4000 less because there are no special 
repairs this year (as yet).

At the regular meeting of the alder 

men, Monday evening/ tii<- nomination 

of Mr. Elias B. Bishop as City Solici- 
tor, was taken from the table anti con- 
firmed by a vote of 16 to 5, without 
discussion of any kind. 

Mayor Childs sent in his estimate of 
tin- annual budget, amounting to $1.- 
653,266.10 as compared with a budget 
figure of last year of $1,588,130.62. Tht 
mayor also submitted the names of 
Seth Stevens as a registrar of voters 
for three years and of Mr. Frank W. 
Chase as a trustee of the Read and 
Eliot Memorial Funds, were laid on 
the table. 

The meeting was about an hour in 
length. President Blanchard in the 
chair and every member being present. 
Mr. Gould for the Edison Co. favored 
its petition for poles on Gibbs street 
in order to reach a new house of Mr. 
B. (’. Bixby, while it was opposed by 
Mr. W. H. Rand. Jr., who said the 
house could be reached in another way. 
No one appeared on the Edison peti- 
tion for poles on Farlow road, nor on 
petition of Janies Orr to locate an elec 
trie motor at 236 Cherry street. 

The mayor sent in requests for small 
appropriations to cover deficits in cost 
of sewers in Biackstone terrace and 
Waban Hill road and for $500 for use 
of the Sewer Unclassified account, both 
of which were granted. 

Petitions were received for pool 
tables from Charles Crume at 295 Wa- 
tertown street, Vincenzo Lupo at 193 
Adams street and from Fred Barbati to 
transfer his pool table license to 413 
Watertown street. There were also pe- 
titions from Gardner et al for sewer in 
Aspen avenue, the Edison Co. for at- 
tachments on Churchill street, and 
from Mr. O. E. Nutter of the school 
committee relative to dangerous con- 
ditions at the Emerson school. 

Betterment assessments on Duffielil 
road of Helnta A. Hunt. Sadie P. Coffin. 
Chester S. Allen and Royal E. Heuter 
et al were granted. 

The City Engineer submitted the an- 
nual list of sewer assessments for 1914. 

On report of committees, the Edison 
Co. was granted pole locations on Far- 
well street, licenses for gasoline was 
granted C. J. Guilmond. Orchard street 
and to transfer pool table to Oak street 
to C. Hagopian. a hearing on March 15 
was assigned on petition for change of 
track location on Woodward street, 
leave to withdraw was granted on pe- 
titions of Joseph Levine for minor’s 
license, Francesco Polseili for pool 
table on Watertown street, and of the 
Telephone Co. to locate a pole on 
grounds of the Library. A grant was 
also authorized of $123,296.62 for city 
| expense during March. 

The bill submitted by the committee 
on Legislation relative to changing the 


method of city r-botions in Newton 
•vas opposed by Alderman Cabot who 
wanted more time for consideration. 
Alderman Calkins stated that, the com- 
mittee had given the matter the most 
careful consideration and had taken 
pains to send a copy of the hill to 
every member previous to the meeting. 
The committee had drafted a hill 
which had met the approval of the 
original petitioners for this legislation, 
as well as of the critics of that legisla- 
tion. The change was not radical, the 
only real change being one to which 
everyone assented, viz the abolition of 
party designations at city elections. 
The city primary will be held as at. 
present, candidates will have their 
names on the primary ballots by get- 
ting a reasonable number of signa- 
tures. The two highest candidates for 
each office at the primary will have 
their names printed on the ballot for 
the city election. This plan is already 
working in Haverhill and Lynn. Mal- 
den and Holyoke. Alderman Alley en- 
dorsed Mr. Calkins remarks and said 
the commitee had given the matter the 
greatest consideration. Alderman 
I’ratt was uncertain as to his attitude 
on the change, which he believed to be 
a radical one, and said the great trou- 
ble in Newton was to get candidates. 
John W. Weeks, he said, nad been prac- 
tically commandeered into taking the 
office of alderman and Mr. Pratt did 
not believe we had the adequate ma- 
chinery to get candidates for such of- 
fices. Alderman Rice questioned the 
advisability of limiting the election to 
two candidates, as both such candi- 
dates might not be satisfactory. Aider- 
man Harriman said that twenty years 
ago we separated the state and city 
elections, later we abolished party con- 
ventions and last fall abolished party 
enrolment. This last change means 
that there is now no party control over 
candidates altho there is still some 
measure of party responsibility. The 
next logical step is to abolish party 
designations, altho Mr. Harriman be- 
lieved that the various ward commit- 
tees. might as individuals, continue to 
use their influence in the selection of 
candidates, and it was possible that 
some sort of Good Government organi- 
zations would be formed. Mr. Harri-

The most important event, to many 
persons, this week on Beacon hill, 
was the passage by the House, on 
Tuesday of the constitutional amend- 
ment to strike t lie word “male” from 
the constitution, and thus take the 
final stop for direct action by the peo- 
ple nt the state election next fall. The 
measure had already passed the Sen- 
ate almost unanimously, and the two- 
thirds vote in the House was easily 
found, the vote being 196 to 33, Rep- 
resentative Hothfeld being one of the 
latter, and Representatives Allen and 
Weston voting with the majority. 
There was little debate, the result be- 
ing an almost foregone conclusion, 
and when the vote was announced, the 
ladies who crowded the galleries sig- 
nified their pleasure by showering the 
representatives with yellow flowers, 
making a demonstration never before 
seen l»y the sacred cod-fish.

Gentlemen : 

For the past six years or so the 
patrons of the Needham Watertown 
Line have been subjected to a slx-cent 
fare but what have they received In 
return ? 

Good Service! Cars frequently (ev- 
ery thirty minutes). Cars on time 
(yes, nine times out of ten). Always 
stop to pick up passengers or -to lei 
them off (when they happened to see 
them). 

How about it? Is this what you call 
good service? Now the chief ques- 
tion is. Why is it we cannot have bet- 
ter service? 

We might suggest keeping the cars 
to the schedule hut why can we not 
have a fifteen minute or even a twen- 
ty on tills line? 

Your answer to tills might he that 
you can not afford it. If this could not 
lie afforded for a whole day it could at 
least lie granted for the busier hours, 
namely. 7 to 9 in the morning, -5 to 
S in the evening and possibly 12 to 2 in 
tlie middle of the day. 

If all tlie lines as well as tho Need- 
hani-Watertown Line nre to use tlie 
six cent fare why can not that Lino 
keep in harmony with the others, that 
is. keep closer to its schedule and run 
that schedule to make connections 
with the linos it comes in contact with. 

If a fifteen minute service could be 
granted during the morning and eve- 
ning rush hours it would eliminate 
congestion which often makes it nec- 
essary for women to stand in the vesti- 
bule of a crowded car. When any one 
person pays a six cent fare they are 
at least entitled to a seat.

He was always tin* per- 
fect gentleman, gracious and kindly. 
His friendship for Carlyle began in 
youth and lasted for life. He hud 
many friends, but the one he loved best 
was Carlyle. After the death of his lirst 
wife In* visited Europe and on that 
journey In* made a special pilgrimage 
to Carlyle’s home and they became 
"soul brothers" at once. The friend- 
ship between Goethe and Schiller was 
not one-tenth the importance. Both 
men were designed by their parents 
for the pulpit, hut both forsook it for 
tin* press und the platform. 

Mrs. Hornbrooke told many inter- 
esting items concerning both men and 
their mode of life. Carlyle’s point of 
view, she said, was diametrically op- 
posed to that of Emerson. At one time 
when matters were going hard with 
Carlyle Mr. Emerson tried to induce 
Carlyle to come to Boston to lecture 
and proffered Him tin* hospitality of his 
ow’n home, but the Scotchman would 
not accept. Emerson met him again 
on two subsequent visits to Europe. In 
1881 Carlyle passed away and in tin* 
following year Emerson und "thus 
ended the earthly part of one of the 
most remarkable friendships in all 
history, of strong souls who gave up 
not a Jot nor tittle of their convictions 
or their own individuality, hut who 
honored and respected each other in 
their differences us well as in their 
unity. So noble a human relution in 
our mortal life makes us sure of im- 
mortality ."

man said thcro worn three plans, the 
so-called Boston plan whore it might he 
possible to have twenty candidates for 
each office. The Haverhill plan, with 
its short ballot, however, seemed more 
advisable and it was more simple than 
the preferential voting scheme. The 
Haverhill plan was suggested by the 
committee, as the only logical step to 
he taken in view of the chaos which 
was sure to result next fall, with the 
abolition of party enrolment. Aider- 
man Bartlett said that a plan to elim- 
inate the city primary would save 
about $1000 annually, and he gave llg- 
ures to show that the city primary 
vote which had ranged in recent years 
from 646. the lowest to 1520, the high- 
est. had cost from 41 cents to $1.20 a 
vote. He called attention to the fact 
that the proposed hill did not carry a 
referendum and had no provisions to 
prohibit party activities at the election 
or primary. By a vote of 11 to 8 the 
order was tabled until the next meet- 
ing of the hoar i. 

The committee appointed to inter- 
view the Boston Elevated Co. relative 
to thru car service from Nonnntum 
square to Cambridge reported that 
they had interviewed Mr. Brush of that 
Company and had been informed that 
a considerable sum of money had been 
spent to construct a loop ami shelter 
at the Watertown car barn, where 
transfers were made, without subject- 
ing pnssengers to the weather, or to 
crossing the street. Owing to the dif- 
ference in headway time, it is impos- 
sible to make immediate connections 
at all times. It is planned to have a 
signal flashed to the starter at the sta- 
tion from points where the white posts 
no\v stand and outgoing cars in either 
direction can be held for the signalling 
cars. A petition of many citizens is 
now pending before the Public Service 
Commision. and in view of this fact the 
committee asked to be discharged. 

The order favoring the passage of 
the bill to make it easier to assess per- 
sons not already assessed, was taken 
from the table, and City Clerk Grant 
asked to make a statement in the mat- 
ter. Mr. Grant said he had appeared at 
the hearing on this hill as representing 
the City Clerks Association, not as an 
official of the city of Newton. He said 
the hill was intended to allow persons 
who wished to be registered as voters 
and who had not been assessed 
April 1st. to be assessed w’ithout re- 
quiring the affidavits of two voters of 
the ward in which they resided. The 
order was then passed. 

On motion of Alderman Rice a public 
hearing w’as ordered to he held before 
the Rules committee on March 2 on the 
petition for a modification of the ordi- 
nance relative to incombustible roof 
coverings. 

President Blanchard said that the 
Purity Ice Company w-ere planning to 
locate a plant on Homer and Walnut 
streets and if any aldermen knew of 
possible opposition to that location he 
would be glad to learn of it within a 
few days. 

The board adjourned at 8.45 P. M.

sure time. He thought the matter over 
seriously nnd talked with bis classes 
regarding It. nnd came to the conclu- 
sion that something was lacking in the 
town. He took the matter up with 
representatives of the vnrious 
churches members of the city 
government, etc., nnd cot enough 
people Interested in forming an 
organization to look into the 
matter nnd see what ought to he 
done. They started a couple of play- 
grounds nnd opened nn evening recre- 
ation centre for hoys nnd girls. They 
made the thing go. Finally they peti- 
tioned the city for assistance in finan- 
cing the undertaking. The city not 
only made appropriations for the main- 
tenance of the playgrounds hut passed 
an ordinance establishing a new city 
department, the Department of Public 
Recreation and placed a well-known 
organizer at its bend. Out of that 
work of the professor there has grown 
in that city seven departments of Pub- 
lic Recreation including a Boy Scout 
Organization nnd nn organization for 
Camp Fire Girls. 1 have gone into de- 
tail on this case because it is typical 
of what is going on throughout the 
country. There are about 340 cities 
and towns in the country that main- 
tain public recreation departments 
supported by the municipalities and l 
was glad to find Newton in that list, 
and l bespeak for Mr. Hermann your 
loyal assistance in his work. 

There nre three theories advanced 
why there is a need of these kind of 
activities. First: It furnishes a meth- 
od of getting rid of this surplus time 
which we have on our hands and which 
is wasted in most cases; second: It fur- 
nishes a means for the upbuilding of 
the body, and third: It furnishes n 
method of educating those who would 
not learn in any other way. 

There are certain activities that can 
he handled with greater relief to the 
communities. Take for example the 
game of billiards. It is a fine game 
and very attractive and requires skill 
and judgment. It is an indoor game 
suited for those people strenuously en 
gaged in their daily occupations, and 
in it good fellowship nnd wisdom may 
go along hand in hand. Today in the 
majority of places where billiards is 
played there is the temptation to take 
alcoholic liquors. 

And there are other similar exam 
pies of this character which I might 
illustrate. 

Take the boy in a race upon which 
may depend the winning of the chain 
pionship for his school. He leads but 
back of him he knows there is another 
boy coming faster every moment. He 
tries to put on more steam but it seems 
impossible. The judges’ stand is still 
far away and the boy knows be can by 
a shift of his position put that boy out 
of the running. Will he do it? I tell 
you that by the right kind of a train- 
ing upon the playgrounds and the ath- 
letic field under supervisors we can 
make that boy into a man to be de 
pended upon. This work is developing 
boys and girls marvellously. 

After society has done all it can to 
establish the playgrounds, society 
rooms, etc., only half of the task is 
completed. We must next see that the 
surroundings are as free from danger 
as possible. We must not forget 
"Safety First.” 

This is a project which demands our 
attention more and more each day and 
1 trust you all realize that it is a mat- 
ter of public concern.

QUESTIONS. 

What sum would lie required to 
maintain a proper recreation depart- 
ment in a city of 35,000?

$1800 to $2000 and it would probably be 
wise to spend In the neighborhood of 
$S,000 to $10,000 a year for the de- 
partment. 

How do you regard the motion pic- 
ture shows, are they a desirable fea- 
ture? 

Being a member of the National 
Board of Censorship that is an exceed- 
ingly disagreeable question. 

Of course, children would be much 
better out of doors. Some of tin? pic- 
ture's are not particularly excellent, 
but we must admit that the character 
of the pictures lias improved tremen- 
dously in the last year or two. 

In a city like this where we have a 
village form of life, what would you 
suggest as ;t means of recreation? 

Of course in a city of homes like 
this, whicii is fortunate indeed, recrea- 
tion in the home is of course the best 
method. The schools might assist in 
the work by teaching games to lie 
played in the homes or in the school 
yards.

“Just so long as milk consumers be- 
lieve that there is no necessity of this 
talk about, safe milk, just so long will 
they suffer from the spread of disehse 
from milk,” said one of the leading 
local physicians last night. 

The epidemic of foot and mouth dis- 
ease now going on through our herds 
shows the chances that the milk con- 
sumer takes in using raw milk, 
makes no difference where this milk 
comes from, whether it is produced in 
the consumer’s own hack yard or 
thousand miles away. If the cows are 
unhealthy, the milk may cause disease. 
It is now well recognized that the Uls 
tance milk is transported has nothing 
to do with its quality. It is the con 
ditions under which the milk is pro 
duced ar.d handled that determines 
whether or not it is fit. for people to 
drink. 

The foot and mouth disease is trans- 
mitted to children through raw milk, 
and a case has just been discovered in 
Baltimore of an adult who developed 
the disease from drinking milk from 
his own cows, consumed within a few 
minutes after it left the cow, the dis- 
ease not having progressed far enough 
in the cattle so that the man knew 
what the trouble was. After the horse 
is gone, milk consumers lock the door. 
They are only too ready to listen to 
an argument to perfectly pasteurize 
the milk after it has been definitely 
found that some particular supply is 
the cause of trouble, but the minute 
the trouble stops back they flock to the 
old dealer and continue to take the 
chances they took before. No person 
would knowingly use milk that was 
drawn from a cow by a man who was 
a walking typhoid, even if the cow 
was in their own back yard. 

There lias never yet been a milkman 
found who wus delivering raw milk 
who would go under bond to his cus- 
tomers that his milk would never con- 
tain disease producing bacteria, not 
even men producing certified milk. In 
fact, there have been three epidemics 
of disease caused by certified milk. 
The only safeguard that the consumer 
lias against the foot and mouth disease 
or any other milk contamination, is 
through Perfect Pasteurization, or the 
heating of milk to a temperature of 
145 degrees and holding it there for 
30 minutes. This method of pasteur- 
ization was recommended by the 
United States Government in an offi- 
cial document when the foot and mouth 
disease was raging all over the coun- 
try. It is recommended by t lie best 
health authorities and milk experts 
throughout the world, not because it 
makes dirty milk clean, as heat will 
not remove dirt, nor because it will 
make sour milk sweet, as heat will 
curdle sour milk and make it unsala- 
ble, but because it is the only safe- 
guard that science has yet been able 
to find against disease contamination 
spread through the use of milk. The 
reason the average dealer does not 
pasteurize milk is because it costs too 
much. It is a cheaper proposition for 
the dealer to take milk from the cow 
and deliver it at once than it is to 
buy coal, steam and hot water and heat 
that milk to 145 degrees, hold it there 
for 30 minutes and then buy ice to pro- 
duce ice water and cool it down again 
to 28 degrees. 

Just so long as the dealer distrib- 
uting raw milk can make the public 
believe that his milk is sufe, just so 
long will these epidemics go on. 

Everybody carries life insurance 
against tin* time when they will need 
it. People should use Perfectly Pas- 
teurized Milk to protect them against 
the time when raw milk may in* un- 
safe. Although New York City draws 
its milk supply a distance of 600 miles 
and it is 125 hours old when it reaches 
the babies, that enormous city bus the 
lowest infant death rate of any city in 
the country, simply because the milk 
supply must lie perfectly Puteurized, 
as ordered by the New York City 
Board of Health on Nov. 13, 1914.

Another debate Is scheduled for the 
aldernianic meeting Monday night on 
the proposition to change the method 
of conducting the city elections in this 
city. Probably few persons realize the 
situation which will confront us next 
fall, when with the abolition of party 
enrollment, there will be absolutely no 
check on the action of members of one 
party making nominations in the oppo- 
site party. For instance, if one group 
of men with no contest over the nomi- 
nation for mayor in their own ranks, 
can easily arrange with their associ- 
ates to vote for the same candidate as 
the nominee of the other party, and in 
the probable division of the ranks of 
that party, undoubtedly give the nomi- 
nation of both parties to the same can- 
didate, altho he would be the minority 
choice of the men who actually com- 
pose the second party. It is highly 
probable, however, that it will be im- 
possible to obtain necessary legislation 
in time to make a change at the com- 
ing December election, but steps ought 
to be taken, to have some referendum 
on the matter at that time in order 
that some new method may be in oper- 
ation in 1916. 

The editor of the Graphic has be- 
come convinced that the preferential 
voting plan proposed by the recess 
committee on City Charters and which 
is now pending before the Legislature, 
is a good plan to adopt. Careful study 
of its general principles shows that ft 
is not as complicated as it first ap- 
pears, that the careless and indifferent 
voter will have exactly the same op- 
portunity to vote as at present and 
will not vitiate his ballot any more 
than he is liable to do at the present 
time, and that, on the other hand, the 
voter who really takes his political du- 
ties seriously, has the advantage thru 
his second and third choices, of exert- 
ing even more influence than he does 
today with his single vote. 

The subject is well worth consider 
ation and the fact that this method 
will save the city over $1000 annually 
is a factor not to be overlooked. 

Considerable interest is being taken 
in the city in the hearing to be held 
at City Hall next Wednesday evening 
on some modification of the new ordi- 
nance requiring incombustible roof cov- 
ering. otherwise known as the anti- 
shingle ordinance. Builders, lumber- 
men and many citizens believe that 
this ordinance is altogether too drastic 
for the greater part of the city, where 
buildings are somewhat scattered and 
propose to make their views known to 
the city government at this hearing. 


A petition with about 700 names has 
been sent to the Public Service Com- 
mission asking for a return to the 
thru car service between Nonantum 
square and Cambridge. The matter is 
one that interests a large number of 
persons and the hearing and subse- 
quent action of the Commission will 
be awaited with interest.

The committee on Cities made short 
work of the bill to change the method 
of conducting city elections in Newton, 
when it came up for bearing last Tues- 
day. City Solicitor Bishop told the 
committee that a little more time was 
needed in order that the parties in- 
terested might agree upon a bill but 
was told t lint the committee intended 
to finish its work t his week and if a 
satisfactory bill could be drawn, it 
would have to be substituted on the 
floor of the Sennte or House. The 
writer entered an emphatic protest 
against the bill then before the com- 
mittee and later the committee gave 
leave to withdraw. This report, how- 
ever will he held up for a short time 
to see if another and more satisfactory 
bill cannot be drawn.

Mr. Allen says that he 
had been assured that many members 
felt ns he did thnt the resolutions were 
futile and the uselessness of protesting 
to n hostile Congress against a tariff' 
admittedly framed against the inter- 
ests of New England led him to vote 
against the measure. Mr. Weston 
voted in favor and Mr. Bothfeld wns 
not recorded.

THE RIG STARS OF ORION \\D 
1I1S NEIGHBORS 

Waverloy, Mass., Feb. 22. 1916. 

To the Editor of the Graphic: 

The stars shine for all, and some of 
the greatest minds have been, and still 
are. engaged in unfolding their mean- 
ing and mystery. While there are 
depths unfathomable, there are shal- 
lows for smaller minds wherein they 
may find both pleasure and Interest. 
To get an intelligent idea of the star- 
ry worlds Is not such an herculean 
task as some people think. All peo- 
ple who have done anything worth 
while have had to make a beginning — 
had to take hold. 

Take hold of the Stars the first clear 
night. There will he plenty of them. 
The sky sceneries these last three 
months have been the best they can 
he. because the most brilliant constel- 
lations have been passing over our 
heads, inviting our attention. Out or 
the fourteen Stars of the first magni- 
tude that belong to our latitude, seven 
can he seen at a glance any clear 
night. If we were at the Equator we 
could see six more only — only think 
of it. just twenty all told that are 
called Alpha's or if you like, you may 
call them Aones. 

In the little description 1 am going 
to make, and try to point out and 
briefly describe eight of these big 
stars which may now be almost seen 
at one glance. To do this we must 
view the most brilliant part of the 
sky to he found which will he from 
the south— southeast and always up- 
ward and over the Meridian bending 
toward the west just now. 

We need to halt at a point in the 
Constellation of Taurus or the Bull, 
where is situated the Mane on the an- 
imal. Here is situated the little hunch 
of stars called the Pleiades. Find this 
point in the sky and put down a stake 
for reference while we work this re- 
gion of the sky, and also remember, 
we shall operate close to the southern 
part of the Milkyway and sometimes 
In it. Now find the biggest star in 
sight which will be in the south whose 
name is Sirius, the great Dog Star, 
which lives in the Constellation of 
Cauls Major. Now train the eye over 
the space between the great Dog Star 
and the Pleiades so as to become fa- 
miliar with it, as we are going to 
glance at some of the big stars or this 
region. 

\Ve first look a short way in a north- 
easterly direction and we see a large 
bright star whose name is Proscyon. 
the second dog star or Canis Minor. 
It is a real star of the first magnitude, 
and well deserves to be remembered. 
It rises in the east about half an hour 
before its bigger Brother, Sirius. 

We keep our standing at Canis Ma- 
jor near the great star Sirius and make 
a few more remarks concerning it and 
would have you notice the cluster of 
small stars below the Ulg fellow which 
outlines his body more completely, 
giving his hips and loins, and legs 
and the like. Many superstitions and 
plagues have been laid to the evil in- 
fluences of the dog star. It used to 
he thought a very much longer dis- 
tance off than it is regarded now. It 
was thought to be 20 years in sending 
us its light. It is now thought to he 
about S years only, which is rather a 
moderate time.

star whose name is Bellatrix, and sit- 
uated between them is a small star 
representing Orion’s head. Encircling 
the body with a brilliant girdle three 
great stars of the second magnitude 
exactly lit the plan. And pendent 
from the belt is t lie great Hunter’s 
Sword which is also fitley representea 
by a cluster of very small stars. Be- 
low the Belt a little to the southwest 
is the other big star on the lower part 
of the leg called Rigel, a star of great 
brilliance. Several other bright stars 
of a lower order run parallel with the 
holt on the south. Just south of Orion 
is a small constellation called Lcpus 
the hare which, no doubt, is continu- 
ally eyed by Orion’s dogs situated a 
safe distance off to the east. 

Quitting Orion, we resume our Jour- 
ney upward from Sirius to the Pleides 
in a direct line noticing the big stars 
we sight as we proceed, passing by 
the northern part of Orion we espy 
little way to the left, the Constellation 
of Gemnini, the twins, and the two 
bright stars Castor and Pollux, the 
latter is the star of the first magni- 
tude. Although the other is a very 
fine second the twins in the sky are a 
very line picture, and very easily he 
identified after a little careful atten 
lion. It is the third constellation in 
the Zodiacal Series— there are but two

We take another step upward in 
our journey, and we come straight 
to Taurus, the Bull, and the first thing 
we touch is the bright, beautiful red 
star Aidebaran, the ornament and 
glory of Taurus, situated in a cluster 
of small stars called the Hyades, the 
Bull’s head and face, and (lie stars, 
Aidebaran is often culled the Bull’s 
eye. Just another step further and 
we shall have reached our goal th< 
point we wished to reach when we set 
out from tile big star Sirius. 

We still wish to touch, or talk about 
another big star, and here it is right 
on our left from the Pleiades, a little 
towurd tlx* north, Capella is its name, 
and Auriga is its dwelling place — a 
pure white star which everybody 
knows utter being introduced to it. 
It is one of the two big sturs t hut 
keeps in sight u very long time and 
sets in the far northwest, and rises 
in the fur non beast being below the 
horizon about three months. 

The next, and last big star, wo shall 
refer to is in the cluster high up in 
the east, in the constellation of Leo or 
Lion, and is in the shape of a hook, 
und popularly called tile Sickle, tin 
same as tin* great Bear near the North 
Star, is called tin* Dipper. It seems 
to hang in the sky. As it hangs in 
the sky handle downwards, it is just 
ready to grip with the left band. The 
bundle, too, is emblazoned with u star 
of the first magnitude named Kegulus. 
While the blade is curved exactly like 
a Sickle. The curved sickle repre- 
sents tin; lion’s neck and breast. The

Mrs. Blodgett became in- 
terested in the industry and learned 
to make many of the laces, while at 
the same time studying the conditions 
and refining influences of such work, 
and when leaving England was pre- 
sented with the pillow upon which 
some of Queen Victoria’s trous- 
seau laces were made, and was 
also given a “candle stool,” which 
is probably the only one in 
the country, and some invalu- 
able old hand-carved, hone bobbins. 
It is her intention to aid in the foster- 
ing of this art in America, which may 
also help in solving the problem of re- 
munerative work for many Belgian 
lacetnakers who will flock to this 
country. 

Mrs. Blodgett’s collection of laces, 
bobbins, etc., will probably be on ex- 
hibition at the exposition in New York.

His philosophy has 
proved especially attractive to minis- 
ters of religion, alike from Roman 
Catholic, Greek Catholic ntid Protestant 
churches. His reputation has extended 
beyond the hounds of Christendom. 
Some of his important writings have 
been translated into Japanese. 

One writer says of him. "The phil- 
osophy of Eucken might he termed 
» bold adventure into the unknown 
world.” Eucken himself says. “We 
live in two worlds, a world visible and 
a world invisible. We know the ma- 
terial world by examining it; we know 
life by living. Because truth and life 
are synonymous, if man is to know the 
truth he must create in himself life.” 
He is a religious philosopher in every 
sense of the word. It has been said 
of him that one must know the man 
to appreciate his philosophy.

On Wednesday morning the members 
and guests of the Social Science Club 
had an unusual treat in the lecture by 
Dr. Charles Reynolds Brown of Yale 
University entitled. “The Greatest Man 
of the Nineteenth Century." As a sort 
of preface to his lecture Dr. Brown told 
of a dinner held in California at the 
opening of the new century, when the 
achievements of the nineteenth were 
the general subject of discussion in 
the after-dinner speeches. To him was 
assigned the "Greatest Man." and after 
considerable study and thought he had 
decided upon Abraham Lincoln. Out 
of that after-dinner address has grown 
IBs eloquent lecture. No other presi- 
dent. he said, had entered upon his of- 
fice under such odds; he faced an 
empty treasury, he was the head of an 
inexperienced party, he was supported 
by a cabinet that was suspicious of 
him; public opinion of Europe was 
against the North; the influential peo- 
ple of the North were despondent and 
tired of the struggle, while the power- 
ful and prosperous South was armed 
for rebellion. In discussing the 
elements of Lincoln’s greatness 
Dr. Brown named four distinct- 
ive ones. First, Lincoln com- 
bined lofty idealism with practical sa- 
gacity, it was these things that made 
him a statesman of the first order. 
Then he had the power of comprehen- 
ding men of widely differing views and 
he could always see the main fact. If 
he had allowed himself to be side- 
tracked his administration might have 
been a failure. He possessed also the 
power of holding himself very closely 
in the hearts and sympathies of the 
people whom he served. His was u 
leadership of the best sort, attained 
through his integrity, his common- 
sense. and Ills sense of humor. As the 
last great element Dr. Brown named 
Lincoln's moral integrity and ltis po- 
litical unselfishness. I)r. Brown closed 
by calling attention to the remarkable 
parallel 4 between the lives of Lincoln 
and of Jesus of Nazareth. Like the 
greatest leader of all the wo/ld, the 
great humanity of Lincoln touched the 
heart of the whole world.

Dr. John P. Sutherland, dean of the 
Boston University Medical School, was 
the other speaker and his subject, 
"Food as a Cause of Disease.” He re- 
ferred to the many contradictory the- 
ories regarding food, many of them 
fads, and pointed out that In many 
cuses disease is directly caused by 
what is known to be perfectly pure 
food. The lower forms of life all have 
their food definitely provided for them, 
man is the only animal who is privi- 
leged to select and prepare his own 
food. Man when feeding his animal is 
a rational being, but when he comes to 
feeding himself he Is up in the air. As 
people have become civilized, they 
have broadened their diet and have 
multiplied at an appaling rate the di- 
seases they are subject to. The prop- 
er food is that which gives energy, vi- 
tality. resistance, to the body ana 
gives it the power to maintain its ef- 
ficiency. Our bodies are simply to 
get us from place to place. If we ate 
only when we were hungry, it would 
be a good thing and not make eating 
the main end in view. We have ex- 
alted the stomach above its normal 
position. Dr. Sutherland suggests as 
a suitable diet the food which nature 
has given us in such abundance and 
variety, — the grains in their natural 
form, not digested of the nutritive 
parts nor bleached and polished to 
look pretty, vegetables, and he would 
cut out sugar and meat. He brought 
with him samples of bread made from 
t he kind of flour of which he approves 
and showed various specimens of the 
natural, nourishing form of the grains, 
and their prepared forms with the 
nutritive value removed.

“STOP MY SUBSCRIPTION" 

More attention than lias yet been 
given to it is deserved by the psychol- 
ogy of the people, who, having seen 
something in a newspaper, usually an 
editorial article, with which they 
strongly disagree, immediately write 
and mail an angry letter announcing 
the firm intention to take that paper 
no more. 

The apparent purpose of this action 
— assuming it to be carried out — is to 
punish the expression of the resented 
opinions by withdrawing a fraction of 
the paper’s revenue, but underlying 
that aim is probably a desire, con- 
scious or unconscious, to inspire fear 
of other losses of the same kind and 
so to coerce the paper by an appeal to 
its material interests into a reversal 
of its policy and attitude on the ques- 
tion at issue. 

O course, such a reversal for such 
a reason, says the New York Times in 
a recent editorial, would be dishonest 
as well as cowardly, but he who pro- 
claims the stopping of his subscrip- 
tion doesn’t think of that. And how 
hard to explain is it that anybody 
should be without the willingness, or 
even without the eagerness, to hear 
what can he said against his own 
views or conclusions! Either his con- 
fidence in liis own judgment is weak 
or he prefers to hold to notions al- 
ready accepted, regardless of whether 
they are right or wrong. 

The reader who will not take a pa- 
per with all the utterances of which 
he cannot agree does not want a news- 
paper at all, or to know what can be 
known about the subjects lie considers 
important or interesting — he wants a 
partisan organ that will keep him in a 
comfortable twilight. Papers of that 
kind were once numerous, but they 
are scarce, nowadays, and they are 
fewer every year.

To the Editor of The Herald: 

“An Emphatic Protest” published in 
your Public Letter Box deserves an- 
other from every fair-minded Ameri- 
can who knows the facts of the Ger- 
man-Ainerican mass meeting. Know- 
ing the facts cannot be laid at the 
door of the writer of the vituperous 
letter in question, for he writes "after 
reading the reports of the seditious 
meeting of the so-called German- 
Atnerican and other aliens.” etc. The 
press, yellow’ and otherwise, of- both 
this country and England, received 
some deserved rebukes from the
